PARIS, Feb. 17 (AP).—The Ca-| 


nadian First Army swept steadily 
ahead today after a two-mile ad- 
vance in which it flanked the im- 


portant Siegfried Line bastion of

Army’s Eightieth Division drove a 
new breach in the West Wall with 
the capture of Rohrbach in the 
Echternach sector. 

British troops of the Canadian 
army split the German defense 
line 16 miles from the Ruhr Valley 
in their lunge that threatened to 
topple Goch and came within less 
than three miles of the enemy's 
rear communications base. at

The advance into Rohrbach met 
little opposition and carried the 
Third Army beyond the last ring 
of Siegfried Line pillboxes in that 
area. This constituted the fourth 
break in the line bv the Allies, the 
others being at Kleve, Pruem and 
in the Aachen-Monschau area, 

Clear of West Wall. 

The British-Canadian charge — 
described in a front dispatch as a 
near breakthrough — severed the 
Goch-Calcar highway, cutting di- 
rect. communication between the 
garrisons of the twin strongholds. 
The British fought clear of rear 
West Wall fortifications that had 
ensnarled them. 

Elsewhere on the blazing 25- 
mile front, Field Marshal Sir Ber- 
nard kL. Montgomery’s troops 
fought within a mile of Goch, 
within a mile and a half of Calcar 
—seven miles to the northeast— 
and battered both with artillery 
and mortars.

Some Killed in Jump.

Arthur Feldman, Blue Network 
correspondent, said “Early reports 
indicate no paratrooper casualties 
dué to enemy action, though some 
were hurt and killed as a result of 
their daring drop onto a small 
and rugged area from the C-47 
transport planes.” 

Just prior to the appearance of 
the sky troops, he said, attacking 
planes and warships caused “one 
prolonged explosion and smoke 
and flame and brown, red and 
white dust rose higher and 
higher.” 

Skies Cleared ‘Barely in Time.’ 

Feldman said a favoring wind 
cleared the skies“ barely in time 
and the first C-47 sailed in against 
a backdrop of large fleecy white 
clouds.” \ 

The men were “dropped Yrom a 
sky where no Jap plane was fly- 
ing onto an island surrounded by 
a calm sea. where no Jap ship 
sailed.” 

The amphibious force went 
ashore at 10:30 a. m.—two hours 
after the paratroop landing — on 
the south side near a small jetty, 
which had remaincd undamaged. 

At 12:30, a second group of 
paratroops was landed. 

Feldman said in a second broad- 
cast today that Corregidor appa- 
rently was lightly held by Japa- 
nese Marine shock troops who 
took to the tunnels. The shelling 
warships gave especial attention 
to these tunnels, including the Ma- 
linta tunnel which sheltered the 
American last-ditch defeners in 
1942. 

The paratroops had been flown 
from American-held Mindoro Is- 
land, to the south of Manila. They 
were members of the 503d Para- 
chute Division, which spectacular- 
ly landed at Lae, New Guinea, 
earlier in the war. The sea-. 
borne infantrymen were from 
Maj. Gen. Frederick A. Irving’s 
Twenty-fourth Division,- veterans 
of the Leyte campaign. 

The paratroops -dropped on 
Corregidor’s “topside”’—a difficult 
accomplishment. 

Corregidor has three “decks.” 
Tt has “bottomside” where the 
docks are. It has “midway,” 
where there are some big guns 
and considerable antiaircraft bat- 
teries.” Its tunnels are on those 
two levels. 

Then there is “topside,” where 
there are batteries of big guns 
and long lines of barracks. Only 
a half-mile square, “topside” is a 
small space to accurately drop 
paratroops from transports. 


Surrender Offer Ignored. 

In south Manila, a Japanese 
garrison which has ignored a re- 
quest to surrender or to permit 
civilians to leave the battle area 
was further reduced in bitter 
street and building battles south 
of the Pasig River mouth, 

The surrender proffer made by 
Maj. Gen. Oscar Griswold as 
American Commander in Manila, 
wag conveyed by radio and loud- 
speaker. It said: 

“Your situation is hopeless, your 
defeat inevitable. I offer you hon- 
orable surrender ‘ In event 
you do not accept my offer I ex- 
hort you that, due to the spirit 
of Bushido and code of Samurai, 
you permit al) civilians to evacu- 
ate Intramuros by the Victoria 
Gate without delay, in order that 
no innocent blood be shed.” 

Gains South of Manila.

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HOLLANDER HELD 
AS BETRAYER OF 
ARNHEM ATTACK 


‘Accused of Tipping Off 
Nazis—Dutch Deny He 
Is Netherlander, Say 
They Caught Him. 


LONDON, Feb. 17 (AP).—The 
curious case of “the man in the 
tower,” a Dutchman said to have 
forewarned the Germans and en- 
abled them to smash the British 
airborne attack on Arnhem last 


September, deepened in mystery 
tonight as The Netherlands Gov- 
ernment Information Service de- 
nied the man was in a position to 
betray the Arnhem operation, but 
‘credited Dutch- security police 
with catching him. 

The story of alleged treachery 
by a man who was a member of 
the Dutch underground for three 
years and who “proved” his loy- 
alty by killing several Germans, 
was first obtained from confiden- 
tial sources last December, but 
was released by censorship only 
today. 

The man’s name still is with- 
held, but the British press, which 
gave wide display to the account, 
said he was “a Dutch officer.” 

Denies He Is Dutch. 

Following publication of the 
story, The Netherlands Informa- 
tion Service tonight issued a state- 
ment denying that he was a Dutch 
officer, denying that he was held 
in the famed Tower of London, 
and denying that he had access 
to information about the Arnhem 
operation. 

The statement said, however, 
that the man Held “had posed as 
member of the Dutch resistance 
movei..cnt” and that “his arrest 
was due entirely to the alertness 
of the Dutch security authorities 
on the continent.” 

British sources thus far have 
denied all knowledge of the case. 
: How He Worked Deal. 

Prior to the Dutch statement, 
this account of the case had been 
pieced together from _ various 
sources: 

The man, trusted because of 
three active years in the under- 
ground, presented himself last 
summer to Dutch resistance liai- 
son officers in London and of- 
fered himself as a message bearer. 

He knew how to get through 
the German lines to the resistance 
representatives.. Would he be will- 
ing to kill several Germans? Cer- 
tainly, he was a crack shot. He 
obligingly named a number of 
likeely Nazis. 

In the underground, no one is 
taken at face value when necks 
are at stake. Brussels officers, 
subsequently checking his relia- 
bility, investigated and found he 
had killed the Nazis he promised. 

It now seems likely that the 
Gestapo gave him the names of 
certain Germans which they in- 
tended to kill anyway and he 
played the role of executioner. 

Accepted by Allies. 

Thereafter, he was accepted. 
One of the messages with which 
he was reported entrusted car- 
ried instructions to the under- 
ground on-.the Arnhem attack. 

The strength and suddenness of 
the Germans’ resistance when the 
British Red Devil parachute divi- 
sion descended on the Dutch city 
aroused suspicions that.they had 
been tipped. 


But even as the heroic para- 
chutists straggled back across the 
Neder Rhine from the ruins of 
Arnhem, there was not the slight- 
est suspicion of the courier. It 
was not until some time later that 
the Allies obtained evidence that 
pointed to the Dutchman. 

They moved cautiously. He was 
a dead shot and always went 
armed. To get him alive, he was 
induced to attend a cocktail party 
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LONDON, Feb. 17 (AP).—Fort- 
resseg of the United States Eighth 
Air Force smashed 350 strong at

Frankfurt is a major railway 
center about 100 miles east of the 
American Third Army front in the 
Pruem area, Giessen is about 60 
miles north of Frankfurt. 

Bombers of the United States 
Fifteenth Air Force from Italy 
were reported attacking Southern 
Germany for the fifth straight 
day. 

Lack of enemy air opposition 
permitted the Eighth Air Force's 
swift Mustangs to range as far 
south as Munich and Ulm on satraf- 
ing missions in which they shot up 
25 locomotives, 139 railroad cars, 
a factory and other targets. 

American and British air forces 
have put 7200 heavy bombers over 
Germany since Tuesday night with 
the loss of 60 planes—slightly more 
than eight-tenths of one per cent. 


Twenty-six cities from the Rhine 
to the Russian front have felt 
the weight of thousands of tons 
of bombs on seven massive opera- 
tions. Italy-based planes likewise 
regularly have been attacking 
Germany, 

United States planes outnum- 
bered the British almost three to 
one, but losses were nearly evenly 
divided—32 United States bombers 
and 28 British. The Royal Air 
Force had one rough night that 
cost 22 out of a force of 1000 
bombers. Both air forces have 
lost more than 60 planes on single 
raids previously. 

Four times in five days, bombers 
from Britain sailed across the 
heart of the Reich almost to 
Poland with lesg interference than 
they used té meet on a short hau! 
over the French coast. German 
flak is still plentiful, however, and 
very accurate at times. 
| While the heavies were attack- 
ing ee objectives, thousands 
of Allied fighters and light and 
medium bomberg banged away at 
targets closer to the front with 
equally negligible opposition. 

A special United States Stra- 
tegic Air Force communique said 
esterday’s heavy raid caused 
remendous damage at three 
benzol plants and an oil refinery 
in the Ruhr.

ARGENTINA WARNS 
CFRMANY NOT T0 
DETAIN DIPLOMATS 


Sharp Note Says Action 
Would Be Regarded as 
‘Hostile,’ Requiring 
Countermeasures. 


BUENOS AIRES, Feb. 17 (AP), 
— The Argentine government, in 
its most sharply worded note since 
the beginning of the war, charged 
Germany today with attempting 
to detain a number of Argentine 
diplomats in Sweden and served 
notice that holding them would 
be regarded as “a hostile act” call- 
ing for measures “in defense of 
our sovereignty and its citizens.” 

Acting Foreign Minister Cesar 
Ameghino said in a statement re- 
garding the note addressed to the 
German government that the Ger- 
mans had threatened to detain 
from among 112 Argentine diplo- 
matic and consular agents and 
their families'in Sweden a num- 
ber equivalent to the number of 
German agents in Lisbon to whom 
the. British government has re 
fused safe conducts. 

“If the German government fn- 
sists on putting into practice this 
threat.” he said, “refusing safe 
conduct to a single member of the 
Argentine group awaiting ¢x- 
change, the Argentine government 
will consider that action as exer- 
cise of a hosti act and reserves 
as a matter of course all liberty 
of action to adopt in this case all 
measures it may cohsider perti- 
nent to the defense of its s0Vv~ 
ereignty and its citizens.” 


Nations Entering War at lth 
Hour Problem for Allies. : 
LONDON, Feb. 17 (AP).— The 
eleventh-hour enlistment under 
United Nations banners by neutral 
nations which have been standing 
on the sidelines of the war poses 


for the great powers the problem 
of determining their status at the 
peace table and at the forthcom- 
ing World Security Conference. 

It was regarded in diplomatie 
circles here today as certain that 
some of the Allies would insist 
that such recently war-minded na- 
tions as Venezuela and Uruguay 
should not be given equal voting 
power with the United States, 
Britain and Russia. 

The recent declarations of war 
by the neutrals generally were at-

NEW YORK, Feb. 17. 


HE four major radio networks are reluctant to follow the 
Post-Dispatch editorial advice to clean up newscast advertis- 
ing; they indicate they do not agree in full with this advice, 


and in faot they do not agree among themselves on the issue, spokes- 


ment for the network companies 
interviews. 


Views expressed by heads of 
the National Broadcasting Co., 
Columbia Broadcasting System, 
Blue Network, Inc., and the Mu- 
tual Broadcasting System were 
unanimous only in placing chief 
blame for the most offensive ex- 
amples of bad taste at the door 
of the individual radio station 
owner who is free to accept ad- 
vertising for products which fail 
to meet requirements of the net- 
work to which he subscribes. 

The chain executives also were 
inclined to argue that listeners ap- 
parentiy did not find radio ad- 
vertising so objectionable because 
they did not protest vigorously. 
Network spokesmen also sug- 
gested that the whole subject of 
advertising good taste might well 
be given to other agencies such 
as advertising firms and the Na- 
tional Association of Broadcasters. 


Post-Dispatch Campaign. 

The Post-Dispatch editorial cam- 
paign against radio’s commercial 
“plug-uglies” in newscasts advised 
the networks, as producers of na- 
tionally popular programs, to 
prove their leadership by eliminat- 
ing interrupting plugs and ob- 
jectionable sponsorship in news 
broadcasts. Among objectionable 
piugs, editorials mentioned those 
offering remedies for kidney trou- 
bles, body odors, hangovers and 
the like. 

On this score, it must be em- 
phasized that none of the net- 
works, with the exception of 
CBS, is convinced that patent 
medicine advertising and the like 
is inappropriate to the presenta- 
tion of news, however solemn. In 
actual practice, CBS permits free 
use of such advertising in its en- 
tertainment programs, and key 
CBS stations, under complete net- 
work ownership and control, use 
newscasts freely to present sales 
talk about such matters as gassy 
stomaches and hasal secretions. 

Spokesmen for the other three 
networks assert that any product 
acceptable by their advertising 
' gtandards,’ which they say are 
rigid, may sponsor news without 
offense to the listener. Such pro- 
ducts would include widely used 
laxatives and painkillers. 


As to Middle Commercials. 

As to middle commercials— 
which interrupt recitation or com- 
ment on the news in dead center 
to permit an effusive description 
of the sponsor’s product—all net, 
works contend that there is noth- 
ing reprehensible in the practice 
if the timingis proper and the ad- 
vertising legend properly phrased 
so that it is clear to the listener 
that there is no connection be- 
tween-the news and the commod- 
ity for sale. 

CBS reserves the right to can- 
cel mid-commercials if the na- 
ture of the news fails to justify 
an appropriate “break”; the other 
networks have left it to the judg- 
ment of the commentator, with 
what they deem good _ results 
when the news was important 
enotgh to justify canceling the 
commercial interruption. 

All the chains are satisfied, 
however, that there is an appro- 
priate space for a legitimately 
phrased mid-program commercial 
in the course of the ordinary day’s 
10- or 15-minute newscast. They 
decline to accept the label of 
“plug-ugly,” even if the sponsor, 
as might be the case with NBC, 
Mutual or Blue, is-dispensing in- 
ternal relief, hair dressing or skin 
beautifier. 

Self-Announdcer Nuisance. 

A related nuisance is the “self- | 
announcer” newacaster who} 
springs from a né@ws report to 
commercial blurb, frequently 
tricking the listener\s attention. 
The worst abuses of this sort have) 
disappeared from thp networks) 
although the practice of using the | 
Same .voice for news and com- 
mercial persists. 

Network spokesmen say they 
want to abandon this practice if 
an economic solution can be 
reached. An added announcer, | 
they say, would heavily increase | 
the cost of a short news program. 

In this case, it should be noted 
that it costs $18.48 to add a com- 
mercial announcer to a network | 
program originated from St. Louis | 
and more 


if the program orig-| 
inates from Chicago or New York. 
NBC Interested, But—. 

Niles Trammell, president of 
NEC, told the Post-Dispatch that 
the network was vitally interested 
in any movement which would 
bring about improvement of serv- 
ice to the public, and, therefore, 
he added, he had read the Post- 
Dispatch eitorials on the subject 
with keen interest 

He said that‘at’ NBC “it still 
is a matter of opinion” whether 
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made plain in a series of recent 


interrupting commercials were 
appropriate to news programs. 

“It will take a great deal of 
research before developing a pre- 
cise policy,” Trammell continued. 
“We have local stations and their 
needs to consider.” He added, 
“In my opinion, it all depends on 
_ way it’s done. It certainly 
should not be placed in the middle 
of ‘hot’ news. Admiftedly, be- 
cause of the war, neWs today is 
clostr to the listener than ever 
before. No announcement should 
be permitted at any place in the 
program that would in any man- 
ner be incongruous with the con- 
tent of the news.” 

Trammell pointed out that 
NBC's “principal broadcasters—H. 
V. Kaltenborn, Lowell Thomas 
and others—do not use a middle 
commercial.” (Kaltenborn, Thomas 
and other members of the Asso- 
ciation of Radio News Analysts 
have long protested against the 
use Of mid-program interruptions, 
and some have successfully with- 
stood pressure to include one.) 

“The nature of the product is 
in good or bad taste depending 
on whether it is acceptable to the 
public,” Trammell said in reply 
to a question as to whether he 
would «include among acceptable 
products the patent drug  de- 
scribed in a’ Post-Dispatch edito- 
rial as a “hangover recipe.” 

“T can see no objection to per- 
mitting an advertiser, eligible as 
the sponsor of any other type pro- 
gram, to sponsor news broadcasts. 
In my opinion, the entire subject 
should be submitted to the Code 
Committee of the National Asso- 
ciation of Broadcasters for analy- 
sis and action.” 

CBS Policy Defined. 

The CBS statement on the sub- 
ject came from Administrative 
Vice President Frank Stanton, 
who said company policy adopted 
in 1935 would “permit no broad- 
casting of any product which de- 
scribes graphically or repellently 
any internal bodily functions, 
symptomatic results of internal 
disturbances, or matters which are 
generally not considered acceptable 
topics in social groups”; and would 
exclude “all advertising of laxa- 
tives as such... the discussion of 


jdepilatories, deodorants and other 


broadcasting which ... presents 
questions of good taste.” 

Columbia is sensitive to public 
reaction to news broadcasts and 
kindred programs due to the ex- 
perience several years ago with 
Orson Welles’ fantastic account of 
a Martian attack on the United 
States which caused near panic in 
some places. 
CBS examined closely even dra- 
matic programs to determine that 
they would not deceive nor offend 
listeners. 

By the same token, CBS policy 
is that “comedy could hot be ad- 
vertised hilariously with war 
news. The sponsor might have to 
depend on virtually skeleton ad- 
vertising copy.” 

CBS once prevented a motion 
picture producer from advertising 
a farce comedy in connection with 
a new program because such 
hilarity “would have been shock- 
ing in immediate juxtaposition to 
the news, for instance, that we 
had lost 11 bombers with their 
crews in a raid over Germany.” 

Stanton. said CBS sought to dis- 
courage use of the sandwiched-in- 
plug, but did not forbid it unless 
the nature of the news did not 
permit interruption. The middle 
commercial, he said, “must be pre- 
ceded by a minimum of three 
minutes of news, so that a few 


‘headlines or even a single head- 


line, cannot be used as a teaser.” 
Blue’s Radio Manners. 

At the Blue Network, Inc., 
President Mark Woods agreed that 
middle commercials should be kept 
at a minimum, but insisted, with 
other network heads, that such 
plugs, used properly, might not 
mean a breach of radio manners. 
The Blue does not reserve the 
right to delete interrupting plugs 
unless they interrupt “the continu- 
ity of thought.” 

Woods expressed the opinion 
that widespread use of many 
products once deemed objection- 
able, including drugs, had led to 
public acceptance of radio adver- 
tising of these products and in 
some degree of their use and 
remedial qualities, 

“We are not opposed to the spon- 
sorship by such advertisers of 
news broadcasts,” he said, “always 
assuming, of course, that their 
commercials are not offensive to 
the public; and if they are offen- 
sive, the public will soon react in 
such manner that it will not be 
hard to alter or take them off the 
air.” 

Woods declared that advertisers 
contributed substantially to the 
success of radio and the networks, 
and that unfavorable public re- 
action would force advertisers to 
change their methods. 

Conceding that networks should 
assume a degree of responsibility 
for acting in the public interest, 
even though a radio program met 
with neither public apathy nor dis- 
approval, Woods maintained that 
there was no reason for ejecting 
a news sponsor as long as his copy 
was not objectionable. He said

Heaviest in 5 Years—Busses, 
Street Cars, Autos Slowed 
Up by Slippery Streets. 


Although a warm sun broke 
through a heavily overcast sky 
about noon yesterday and melted 
some of the snow which blanketed 
the city in the heaviest snowfall 
in five years, the Government 
Weather Bureau last night pre- 
dicted below freezing tempera- 
tures would continue here until 
tomorrow. 

The snowfall reached a depth 
of. 6 inches in a 24-hour period, 
the greatest snowfall of the season 
and the greatest since Jan. 7, 1940, 
when the depth was 6.5 inches.‘

Meteorologist Harry F. Wahl- 
gren warned last night that melted 
snow on the streets would freeze, 
resulting in extremely hazardous 
driving conditions.

“As far as sponsorship of news 
is concerned,” Kobak said, “we 
should have no prejudice against 
those accounts (patent medicines, 
etc.) simply because of the nature 
of their product.

In a program of less 
important news, it is not so seri- 
ous.””’ 

“In time,” Kobak continued, “I 
think the middle commercial will 
be eliminated in all news pro- 
grams, but it can’t be done over- 
night;, There is a trend in that 
direction.” 

He added, “There is a great 
field here for discussion and ulti- 
mate action in the -public’s behalf. 
We of the networks should be de- 
lighted that the Post-Dispatch has 
stirred things up.” 

Each of the network spokesmen 
was emphatic on one point. If re- 
form is indicated, they said, the 
listening public would have to re- 
verse the radio role and make it- 
self heard above the din of dis- 
tasteful commercials, “plug-uglies” 
and the cures. If the public inter- 
est is loud enough, they asserted, 
sponsor, advertising firm, network 
and local station will respond.

Fund Group Announces Plan 
to Buy, Remodel 9-Story 
New York Building. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 17 (AP). — 
The sponsors’ committee of the 
Willkie memoria] building fund of 
Freedom House announced today 
plans to purchase and remodel the 
former New York Club as a me- 
morial to Wendell L. Willkie, un- 
successful 1940 Republican presi- 
dential candidate. 

Harry D. Gideonse, president of 
Brooklyn College and head of 
Freedom House, said the nine- 
story building would provide “head- 
quarters for a number of non- 
political organizations, each serv- 
ing one of the causes with which 
Willkie’s name was associated.” 


CHICAGO, Feb. 17 (AP).—The 
fact that Wendell L. Willkie’s 
“clear-cut recognition ran ahead 
of the whole public’s made him 
truly a leader,” W. W. Waymack, 
editor of the Des Moines Register 
and Tribune and a friend of Will- 
kie, declared tonight at the tenth 
annual patriotic dinner of the 
Decalogue Society of Lawyers of 
Chicago, 

It was this same fact, Waymack 
asserted, that made for Willkie’s 
personal political defeat. 

His addres sfeatured the _ so- 
ciety’s ceremony in conferring 
posthumously its 1944 award of 
merit on Willkie, who, in the so- 
ciety’s judgment, performed the 
most distinguished service to his 
country during the year. 


HALF BILLION FOR POSTWAR 
WORK IF U.S.AIDS,MAYOR SAYS 


Nearly half a billion dollars will 
be available for postwar projects 
in the St, Louis area if the Fed- 
eral government matches the city's 
63-million-dollar program dollar 
for dollar, with private industry 
already having announced plans 
for projects totaling 300 million 
dollars, Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann 
said last night in an address on 
development of St. Louis’ postwar 
program over Post-Dispatch radio 
station KSD. 

In his fourth address in a series 
on matters of public interest, 
Mayor Kaufmann said that in his 
recent visit to Washington he 
learned that St. Louis could “rea- 
sonably” look forward to Federal 
participation in its postwar pro- 
gram “in an equal amount.” 

“Immediately after the war, St. 
Louis can undertake a program 
which will provide at least 16 mil- 
lion man-hours of labor,” he said, 
“and we can double that if the 
Federal government’s plah is 
ready.” 

“The consequence of the whole 
undertaking will be that in the 
transition from war to peace, we 
shall have jobs for our people, re- 
turning soldiers and war workers,” 
he continued. “In addition we shall 
tear down blighted areas, build 
new homes and new housing unite 
with parks and playgrounds, widen 
streets, improve facilities of the 
sewer, water and fire departments 
and construct a great new air- 
port.”

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VANDENBERG SAID 
IQDAR STRINGS ON 
HIM AS DELEGATE 


Senator Reported to 
Agree He Will Not Act 
Officially for G.O.P, at 


San Francisco. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17 (AP).— 
Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), Mich., 
plans to ask President Roosevelt 
if any strings are attached before 
he accepts an invitation to become 
one of the eight American dele- 
gates to the San Francisco world 
security conference, 

Although Vandenberg would not 
discuss the matter, friends said 
today he had made it plain he 
does not want to be bound in ad- 
vance by any commitments be- 
yond the broad principles laid 
down at the preliminary Dumbar- 
ton Oaks meeting. 

At the same time, Vandenberg 
was reported to have agreed with 
colleagues on the Minority Steer- 
ing Committee that, if he attends, 
he will go as an individual and 
not as an official G. O. P. repre- 
sentative. The Steering Commit- 
tee was unwilling, as one of its 
members put it, to give even Van- 
denberg “a power of attorney” for 
the-group. The Michigan Senater 
r&portedly recognized this view as 
sound. 


Some Chary of His Proposal. 


Several Senate -Republicans do 
not approve Vandenberg’s recent 
proposal for the conclusion of a 
treaty among the major Allies 
guaranteeing immediate military 
action against Germany and Ja- 
pan if the Axis countries attempt 
to rearm after the war. 


The United States would share 
in this without further congres- 
sional action under the Vanden- 
berg proposal. That has brought 
some Republican opposition on the 
grounds that it would be tanta- 
mount to “a perpetual declaration 
of war,” would constitute a mili- 
tary alliance and would invade 
Congress’ powers to declare war. 


While this opposition has been 
vocal in Republican Senate gath- 
erings, the bulk of the minority 
members are expected to follow 
the Michigan Senator’s leadership 
when the security treaty comes 
before them. 

That is why the administration 
is primarily interested in enlisting 
Vandenberg as a supporter of the 
results of the San Francisco con- 
ference, and why President Roose- 
velt may go out of his way to as- 
sure the Michigan Senator that 
the latter will have a free hand 
as a delegate, 

White Urges Him to Go, 

Senator White of Maine, the 
Republican leader, said he had 
urged Vandenberg to accept the 
appointment unless the latter feels 
that his actfons would be too cir- 
cumscribed by prior commitments 
made by the administration. 

“No one can come closer to 
representing the Republican view- 
point in the Senate on foreign 
affairs than Senator Vandenberg,” 
White said. “It would certainly 
be a blow to hopes for senatorial 
approval of a security organiza- 
tion if he should feel that he has

TANK DESTROYER 
KILLS 40 GERMANS

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17 (AP).— 
Posthumous award of the Con- 
gressional Medal of Honor to Capt. 
William Wylie Galt, 25 years old, 
a former rodeo rider who rode a/| 
tank destroyer into an attack and | 
killed more than 40 Germans, was | 
announced today. 

Galt, also a former Montana 
State College football star, was an 
operations officer of a battalion 
of the 168th Infantry. He took 
command of the tank destroyer 
after the crew had balked at ad- 
vancing through heavy artillery 
and mortar fire. At the time, last 
May 29, the battalion twice had 
been thrown back in assaults on 
German positions at Villa Cro- 
cetta, Italy. 


F HURT IN WRECK 
OF ST. LOUIS TRAIN 
IN PENNSYLVANIA 


None of Injured From 
This City—‘The Ameri- 
can’ Hits Derailed Car- 
rier in Snow Storm, 


Seven persons were injured yes» 
terday when the second section of 
“The American,” Pennsylvania 
railroad train which left St. Louis 
for New York at 9:12 a. m. Friday, 
was wrecked five miles east of 
Lancaster, Pa. None of the in- 
jured persons was from St. Louis, 

The wreck occurred at 7:03 a, 


m. as the fast train, running three 
hours late, crashed into a derailed 
section of a westbound mail ex 
press train, Heavy snow was fall- 
ing. 

A railroad official said the mail 
express train had reported at Lan- 
caster at 6:30 a. m. that some of 
its cars had been derailed. In the 
crash eight Pullmans and the loco- 
motive of “The American” left the 
rails. The train was made up en- 
tirely of Pullman cars. 

Traffic over the Pennsylvania's 
four-track main line was virtually 
blocked by the wreckage. East- 
bound passenger traffic was re 
routed via freight tracks to Philae 
delphia, about 68 miles distant. 

Although derailed, “The Amerte 
can” Pullmans remained upright. 
Injured passengers were treated 
for minor injuries, cuts and bruises 
at Lancaster General Hospital and 
St. Joseph's Hospital, Lancaster.

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OOTH CENTURY MUSIC 
AT BERNSTEIN CONCERT 


Symphony Program Proves 
to Be More Exciting 
Than Exalting. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


The St. Louis Symphony Orches- 
tra under Leonard Bernstein de- 
voted last night’s concert in Kiel 
Auditorium largely to music of 
the twentieth century with re- 
sults that were consistently stim- 
ulating. This is not to say that 
the. evening’s proceedings corre- 
sponded to Santayana’s descrip- 
tion of symphonic music as a pe- 
riod of pleasant somnolence re- 
lieved by nervous thrills, for 
Bernstein kept the audience in a 
continuous state of awareness. 

The nature of the program, how- 
ever, was such as to make it more 
productive of excitement—much 
of it sheerly physical—than of re- 
flection or exaltation. It was a 
program that enabled the con- 
ductor to demonstrate once again 
that he has tremendous 
force. 

The chief novelty of the eve- 
ning was the Ravel Piano Con- 
certo in which Bernstein served 
as both conductor and solo pianist. 
This was the first time this music 
had ever been played here and it 
proved to be music that one could 
like very easily without liking 
very much. Yet, though it was 
slight, it had many ingratiating 
qualities not the least of which 
were the discriminating use the 
composer made-of a “blues” motif 
in the first movement and the 
slow, soothifig melody in the sec- 
ond movement first stated, in a 
long line, by the piano and re- 
peated at the end by the English 
horn. 

Performance Lacks Precision. 

The performance as a whole 
lacked precision and might have 
been better synchronized if Bern- 
stein had abdicated one of his two 
functions. Nevertheless it had 
style and a communicative warmth 
of spirit. Bernstein’s piano play- 
ing was sure and deft—but was 
better in the fast movements than 
the slow. 

The Shostakovitch Fifth Sym- 
phony was presented in a man- 
ner entirely appropriate to its 
rude energy and its healthily vul- 
gar spirit. The attenuated slow 
movement was endowed with 
more inner warmth—with some 
thing closer to romantic feeling— 
than in previous performances I 
have heard here and elsewhere. 
The orchestra had a rich sound, 
with the choirs closely integrated 
and the instruments of each choir 
closely blended. This cohesion 
was occasionally lacking in the 
first movement. 

Harris’s Symphony Arresting. 

The concert was opened with a 
dashing, muscular version of 
Beethoven’s “Egmont” overture 
which was followed by an arrest- 
ing performance of Roy Harris's 
Symphony No. 3. Bernstein ren- 
dered its prevailing harshness in 
heroic terms, exacting a perform- 
ance distinguished for both its 
tone quality and its modeling. But 
the music was still remote and 
cold with something of the mood 
of the Sibelius A Minor symphony 
in an American translation. 

The audience paid Bernsttin the 
tribute of close attention through- 
out the evening and brought him 
back to the platform many times 
after each number. 

The concert will be repeated this 
afternoon.

Thousands of Soldiers Are 
Looking Northward to 
Land That Offers Great 
Opportunities Along With 
Its Hardships.

FTER every war there has been a fron- 
At: to settle. George Washington's sol- 

iers took up land in the Ohio Valley. 
The men of the Lewis and Clark Expedition 
got 640 acres each in the Louisiana Pur- 
chase, The veterans of 1812 settled the 
lower Missouri country. Soldiers in Union 
blue and Confederate gray moved beyond 
the Rockies. Many veterans of World War I 
looked to the valley and lowlands along 
the Pacific seaboard. 

Now the frontier is Alaska. 

The eyes of thousands of soldiers of World 
War II are gazing northward in the direc- 
tion of the vast rampart which the United 
States purchased from Russia more than 
three-fourths of a century ago. 

“IT was told,” said President Roosevelt on 
his return from Alaska last summer, “‘that a 
number of officers and men are considering 
settling in Alaska after the war is over. I 
do hope that this is so, because the develop- 
ment of Alaska has only been scratched and 
it is still the country of the pioneers, and in 
one sense every American is a descendant 
of pioneers.” 


“On my return to Washington,” the Presi- | 


dent added, “‘I am going to set up a study 
of Alaska as a place to which many veterans 
of this war, especially those who do not have 
etrong home roots, can go to become 
pioneers, Alaska is a land with a very small 
population, but I am convinced it has great 
opportunities for those who are willing to 
work and to help build up all kinds of new 
things in new lands.” 

Will these hopes of the President be real- 
ized? 


Practically All Land 
Still in Public Domain. 


Since the days of the gold rush—and 
those days were almost half a century ago— 
Alaska has developed comparatively little 
from the standpoint of population. In 1898 
there were 30,493 white people in Alaska. 
In 1940 there wgre not many more than 
that—39,170. The total population of Alas- 
ka in 1940 was 72,524, nearly half of whom 
were Indians and Eskimos. Practically all 
the land in Alaska is still public domain, as 
it was in 1867 when Secretary of State Wil- 
liam H. Seward paid Czar Alexander II the 
gum of $7,200,000 for America’s largest ter- 
ritorial passession. 


But since 1940 a new development has oc- 
eurred in Alaska. That development has 
been the construction of a vast system of 
defenses by the American Army and Navy. 
Five years ago there was only one military 
post in Alaska, the ancient and outmoded 
garrison at Chilkoot Barracks on the shores 
of the Inside Passage. Today, Alaska is dot- 
ted with vast airfields, 
and gun and artillery of all caliber. Where 
primeval wilderness locked the land in 1940, 
an airport as large as that at Seattle or 
Minneapolis is ng@w spread out across the 
terrain. The Alaska Military Highway 
threads for more than 1600 miles through 
the mountain fastnesses of Alaska, British 
Columbia and through the Yukon Territory 
of Canada.

279,273,000 kilowatt hours, and in 1944, in | 
the same area, 622,074,000 kilowatt hours | 
were consumed. The 1944 consumption is, 
therefore, 223 per cent of the 1939 con- 
sumption. 

There have been no harmful effects on 
this community from the operition of TVA. 
On the contrary, the program for flood con- 
trol and betterment of economic conditions 
throughout the valley and adjoining areas, 
along with the expansion in river traffic 
which is beginning to result in a substantial 
way from the establishment of a year-around 
navigable series of lakes in place of a doubt- 
ful and capricious river, have, all of them, 
tended to do much for this area. The bene- 
fits of cheap power are immediately to be 
seen. The benefits from flood control, navi- 
gation and betterment of farm conditions of 
the state move more slowly, but the Ten- 
nessee Valley and adjacent areas are growing 
in prosperity, which is attributable not only 
to cheap electric power but to these other 
phases of TVA’s big program.

F we can make sense of the Japanese em- 
peror, there is nothing left of the legend 
that things Japanese are incomprehensible 
to the western mind. Does the cult of the 
emperor mean the same thing to Japanese 
generals, admirals, directors of banks and 
corporations, factory workers and peasants 
in the fields? Should America advocate the 
removal of the emperor as a focus of mili- 
tarism or support him as a focus of anti- 
militarism? Would a democratic monarchy 
be workable with a Japanese emperor at the 
apex? Where do the Japanese liberals be- 
long in our political thinking?

The orthodox “expert” approach to the 
position of the emperor in Japan is all too 
often weakened by accepting the premise 
that in Japan the emperor is officially holy. 
This notion obliges the expegts to pursue 
through the rabbit warren of history, lit- 
erature, and Shintoism the rabbity questions 
of how holy the emperor is, and in what 
ways the idea of this holiness works in the 
minds of Japanese.

The truth is that the emperor 
can be taken out of the shadows of mystery 
by analyzing recent Japanese history as a 
whole, 


Japan Under Shogun 
Before Perry’s Arrival. 


For two and a half centuries prior to the 
of Perry's squadron in Yedo bay, 
Japan had been under the Tokugawa shogu- 
nate. The shogunate was a peculiar institu- 
tion of centralized feudalism. ‘The emperor 
reigned but did not rule. The shogun was 
interposed between him and the nation. Like 
the emperor himself and all feudal nobles, 
the shoguns held their dictatorial powers by 
hereditary right. The office in this period 
was held by the Tokugawa family; but this 
family was an offshoot of the Minamoto 
group of clans, each of which was descended 
from the son of an emperor. 


The Tokugawa clan had laid its grasp on 
| Dower in the great battle of Sekigahara in 
| 4600. To make its hold permanent, the clan 

later known as 
'Tokyo or ‘‘Eastern Capital,” at a distance 
Kyoto, the emperor's capital. The 
pletely between 
the emperor and the business of government 
‘by the requirements that all feudatories 
should sign a written oath of loyalty to the 
‘shogun. 

By the time that Perry sailed into Yedo 
bay in 1853, no society in Europe or Asia 
could compare with that of Japan in the 
completeness and tenacity of its feurlal out- 
look and feudal Institutions. -In 1641 ge- 
clusion from foreign contact had finally been 
enforced, and for about 250 years the Toku- 
gawa shoguns had devoted themselves to the 
sole principle of perpetuating feudal in- 
stitutions. 

Nevertheless, there was great internal 
pressure in Japan. The Tokugawa and the 
“inner’’ clans most closely associated with 
them had, in the course of enjoying their - 
privileges, become largely ‘attached to cities 
in which they could spend their wealth. By 
doing so, they nourished merchants who 
gradually raised the importance of wealth 


‘in money to a level at which it could com- 


pete, as a social and political force, with 
aristocratic birth and revenue in grain from 
landed estates. 


Feudal Control Over 
Retainers and Peasants. 


While these changes were undermining 
the cohesion of the Tokugawa and their 
close adherents, the older feudalsim re- 
mained relatively vigorous among the great

Among the worst offenders are cer- 
tain manufacturers of drugs, cosmetics, 
coffee, candy bars. The singing soap 
plugs are the worst of the lot. 

I'll still take CBS, the Blue, NBC, Mu- 
tual or any of the sponsored programs 
in preference to Government-controlled 
BBC, for instance, but I don’t have to

Enemies of the new Missouri Constitution are 
flooding the State with lies. The purpose of 
this editorial is to nail those lies. Most of them 
are so crude as to make it easy to do so. Others 
are cunningly devised to play on the fears of 
citizens and to incite prejudices. Let not Mis- 
souri, when it goes to the polls a week from 
Tuesday, be deceived! 

Let’s take some of these lies apart: 

LIE No. 1—That this is a “mystery Constitu- 
tion,” as a widely circulated pamphlet declares. 
This is absurd. The new Constitution was 
drafted by 83 representatives of the people, act- 
ing strictly in the open. There was not one 
secret session or closed committee meeting. 
Hundreds of citizens testified &t convention 
hearings. Every section was fully discussed by 
the delegates, with no restrictions on debate. 
Copies of the new Constitution have been circu- 
lated in huge quantities. 

LIE No. 2—That it is a “slick plot” against 
the people. This is a lie because, for one thing, 
rewriting of the archaic, inadequate old Consti- 
tution of 1875 was ordered by vote of the people 
by a large majority. Furthermore, thousands of 
the people are working hard for adoption of the 
Constitution. Are they engaged in a “slick plot” 
against themselves? Missouri's leading officials 
and its most distinguished citizens are urging a 
favorable vote. These men and women are too 
honorable to take part in a “slick plot,” and too 
intelligent to be deceived by one. 

7” * o 

LIE No. 3—That the Constitution is supported 
only by “big and selfish interests,” which alone 
will profit by it. This is an attempt to rouse 
prejudice because the new code is indorsed by 
Chambers of Commerce, the Associated Indus- 
tries, banks, big newspapers and large business 
enterprises. The opponents fail to say that it 
is also indorsed by labor unions, farm organiza- 
tions, church groups, teachers, war veterans, 
small newspapers, small business firms and 
many others of Missouri's rank and file. 

Labor unions, for instance, call attention to 
the new Constitution’s guarantee of collective 
bargaining, now provided in only one other 
state’s code. Does this provision sound like a 
favor to “big and selfish interests’? 

LIE No. 4—That it is unfair to require a vote 
on the Constitution as a whole, instead of by 
separate sections. This provision is a sensible 
safeguard. The 1875 Constitution, already 
amended 60 times, was so badly scrambled that 
it had to be rewritten, although much of its ma- 
terial is retained. The new document is closely 
organized; many of its sections depend on other 
sections for successful operation, For instance, 
the new article on education. would be unen- 
forceable if the article on taxation were de- 
feated. A. vote by piecemeal might result in an 
incomplete, unworkable Constitution. 

LIE No. 5—That the new Constitution will in- 
crease taxes. It increases no taxes; that can be 
done only by two-thirds vote in each city, county 
or school district, subject to restriction by the 
Legislature and renewable every four years. 
The new charter does raise tax limits in various 
units, in order to lift crippling restrictions im- 
posed long before public facilities such as streets, 
sewers, libraries and schools grew, by popular 
demand, to their present scope. 

In many cases, this means legalizing existing 
taxes. Districts have found it impossible to op- 
erate without voting taxes above their present 
legal limits. Utilities. with smart lawyers re- 
fused to pay the added taxes and Were upheld 
in court, while ordinary citizens bore the load. 

+ * * 

LIE No. 6—That the Constitution provides 
“new taxes never before dreamed of.” This is 
a bald misrepresentation of the new plan for 
getting tax revenue from intangible property, 
which now largely escapes taxation. The pres- 
ent Constitution requires all property to be 
taxed at the same rate. This means the levy 
on stocks, bonds, etc., often is higher than their 
yield, so billions in such property are not de- 
clared, in order to escape the confiscatory rate. 
The new Constitution divides property into three 
classes and provides a reasonable rate on in- 
tangibles. ‘his is NOT a new tax, but a just 
modification to make an old tax, now virtually 
a dead letter, collectible. 

LIE No. 7—The new Constitution “will trans- 
fer more of tax burden from rich to poor.” It 
will do exactly the opposite. As explained in 
the answer to Lie No: 6, it will mean taxing 
much property that now escapes taxation, and s0 
should make possible a cut in other levies. 

LIE No. 8—It would eliminate the 8 per cent 
interest rate on loans. What the new code really 
is intended to eliminate is the present exorbitant 
30 and 36 per cent interest rates on small loans, 
It requires that there be no special rate for any 
type of lender. This relief for the small bor- 
rower ends the small-loan companies’ monopoly, 
and accounts for their undercover fight on the 
new Constitution. 

LIE No. 9—It permits taxing churches and pri- 
vate cemeteries, and their sale for taxes. A 
shameful lie, aimed at religious feelings and rev- 
erence for the dead. The new code is actually 
more liberal. The old one limits the exemp- 
tions to one acre in cities and five acres in the 
country; the new one has no limitations. It does 
provide for taxing cemeteries operated for pri- 
vate profit, and why not? Shouldn’t every form 
of business pay its share of taxes? 

+ * - 

LIE No. 10—A political boss will have the 
power to collect and spend all of the State’s rev- 
enue. The centralized tax-collection system, one 
of the new Constitution’s biggest improvements, 
puts in the hands of one office the work now 
done by 10 State and five local agencies. To 
say that this official will also spend State rev- 
enues is a falsehood. Only the Legislature can 
authorize spending. The new charter adds spend- 
ing controls by providing that every expenditure 
be double-checked by the State Auditor and the 
Comptroller, a new and long-needed officer. 

LIE No. 1l—The new Constitution will mean 
“a huge and unnecessary State payroll.” As 
shown in exposing Lie No. 10, tax centralization 
will mean a big economy in payroll costs. The 
saving from this reform alone is estimated at 
$1,000,000 a year. 

LIE No. 12—Civil rights are denied by per- 
mitting depositions to be taken in felony cases, 
The present code contains many loopholes for 
criminals. Prosecutions have failed because key 


witnesses have disappeared, been bought off or 
in some cases killed. The provision for deposi- 
tions, to be used at trials if witnesses are not 
available, is a safeguard to law enforcement. 

LIE No. 13—“White and Negro children will 
be compelled to attend the same public schools.” 
This lie is a base appeal to race prejudice. The 
new Constitution calls for separate schools, as 
at present, “except in cases otherwise provided 
by law.” 

The Legislature MAY, under the new code, 
provide for joint schools in a given district. The 
action would not be compulsory. It would not 
conceivably be taken except on petition of a 
district that wanted to end the expense of main- 
taining a separate school for a few Negro chil- 
dren, and where the public favored their attend- 
ing regular schools, as in many other states. 

A variant of this lie is its exact opposite, used 
only in appeals to Negroes: “The new Consti- 
tution maintains school segregation.” Some 
Negro organizations, as a result, are opposing 
the new charter. 

* . ” 

LIE No. 14—The new Constitution will rob 
rural Missouri of its choice of State Senators. 
This refers to possible election of State Senators 
at large, in which event city votes would domi- 
nate. This possibility is a penalty in the new 
Constitution, to be invoked only if efforts to re- 
district the State fail, but the setup makes the 
odds 1,000,000 to 1 against its ever occurring. 

The Senate districts are grossly gerrymand- 
ered and unequal in size; no redistricting has 
been done since 1901. Since a politically con- 
trolled Legislature will not do it, the new char- 
ter sets up a fair plan, with teeth in it, for get- 
ting this job done. The Governor is to appoint 
a bi-partisan commission, from lists submitted 
by both parties. If the Governor fails to act, 
or the commission is deadlocked, then and only 
then, as a penalty, Senators will be elected at 
large. It is safe to say that party leaders will 
see that the Governor acts and that the commis- 
sion functions, to prevent an election at large. 

LIE No. 15—St. Louis will “gobble up the 
county,” for the new Constitution “insures an- 
nexation.” It does nothing of the kind. It sets 
up fair procedures for settling at last the long- 
disputed problem of city and county co-opera- 
tion, and gives each side an equal voice, 

The old Constitution sets up a Board of Free- 
holders with nine county members and nine city 
members to handle this problem. It is an even 
mumber, so deadlock always results. The new 
Constitution adds one member to the board, to 
make an odd number, capable of decision. This 
member, to be named by the Governor, cannot 
be a resident of either city or county. 

Even if this added member should prove to 
favor the city in working out a merger plan, as 
Constitution opponents pretend to fear, that 
would not settle the issue. The plan would still 
have to be voted on by BOTH county and city, 
with majority votes in each required for its ap- 
proval. If the plan was unfair to the county, 
it would vote No, and that would settle it. 

The plan is a workable method for at last 
getting something done to end the present waste 
and duplication in public services caused by the 
artificial boundary. The new Constitution also 
offers St. Louis County a chance to get its long- 
desired home rule—but code opponents are keep- 
ing very silent about that. 

. - . 


LIE No. 16—The new Constitution endangers 
old-age pensions. ‘This is a far-fetched refer- 
ence to the requirement that no spending meas- 
ure shall be passed by initiative unless a tax to 
raise the necessary funds is voted at the same 
time. This is designed to head off such a threat 
as the lavish pension scheme proposed a few 
years ago, which would have bankrupted the 
State if it had passed. It is sound business to 
appropriate no funds unless they are in sight. 

LIE No. 17—It jeopardizes social security and 
unemployment compensation funds, There is 
no change whatever in handling these funds. 
They have not been in danger under the old Con- 
stitution, and they will not be under the new. 

LIE No. 18—It will turn the public schools 
into a “political football.” A corhplete fake. By 
making the State Superintendent of Education 
an appointive officer, responsible to a State 
Board of Education, as urged by educators, the 
new Constitution is designed to take the schools 
OUT of politics. The Superintendent will not 
have to pull party strings, make campaign prome- 
ises or be in the debt of politicians. 

LIE No. 19—The right of initiative is denied 
to the people. Wrong again. The right is main- 
tained, but the number of signatures on consti- 
tutional amendments is set at 8 per cent of the 
voters in two-thirds of the congressional districts 
(an increase from the present 5 per cent); the 
number required to propose a law remains at 5 
per cent. This is for the sound purpose of mak- 
ing it somewhat more difficult to write into the 
Constitution measures which should be laws. 

LIE No. 20—Replacing Justices of the Peace 
with Magistrates, who must be lawyers, is un- 
just. No, it is a great improvement. The J. P. 
is often a ward politician, ignorant of law, and 
so a cause of delays, added costs and injustice. 

LIE No. 21—Exempting certain types of prop- 
erty from taxation will burden owners of other 
property. This applies only to property now 
yielding little revenue, such as blighted city 
property and worn-out farm land. The provision 
is an incentive to improve such property, to make 
it profitable to the owners and So to increase the 
State’s tax revenue, 

LIE No. 22—It is dangerous to permit authori- 
ties to condemn more land than is needed for a 
public purpose, then sell the surplus. This 
power of excess condemnation is a wise step. 
The surplus land will be sold under restrictions 
to protect public improvements; for instance, to 
prevent construction of a 12-story building 
alongside a new airport. 

LIE No. 23—Strict prohibition will probably 
follow adoption of the new Constitution. This 
argument, addressed to tavern keepers and 
liquor dealers, is a total fake. So is its opposite, 
addressed to dry forces, that “liquor will flow 
freely in the county” if the code is adopted. 

* + *

Danger of Race Hatreds Ahead 


The Mirror

Threat of intolerance must be confronted, not soft-pedaled, speaker 
says; racial and religious antipathies affect only a small minority, 
which can be curbed, then re-educated, business man believes; prej- 
udice produces no wealth, but is a major economic threat, he declares, 


An Address by Eric A. Johnston, President of the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States, Before the Writers’ War Board, in New York City 


Race hatreds and group intolerance sim- 
ply do not jibe with any of the formulas 
of freedom so dear to the American heart. 
To the extent they are allowed to flourish, 
they threaten to change the American 
Dream into another European nightmare. 


Let’s not under-estimate the threat, There 
is a tendency to soft-pedal the spread of 
alien doctrines of intolerance. The theory, 
I suppose, is that the best way to treat a 
disease is to pretend that it doesn’t exist, 
That is a cowardly and futile theory. Hon- 
est diagnosis is indispensable to meet the 
challenge of propagandas and whispering 
campaigns directed against foreigners, 
Jews, Catholics, Negroes. 


We Must Confront the Reality 


I have been privileged to travel widely 
in our country, and I do not hesitate to 
offer my personal testimony that the tre- 
mendous tension of race and group ani- 
mosities is warping the very foundations 
of American democratic life. Men and 
women who should know better—who do 
know better—allow themselves to mouth 
the catch-phrases of anti-Semitism and 
anti-foreignism, of anti-business, or anti- 
labor, anti-farm. Most of them are not 
themselves aware that they have been in- 
fected by the virus of intolerance which 
already has the whole world writhing in 
the fatal fever of war, 


The first thing we must do Is to confront 
the*reality, Obviously the most violent and 
deep-seated of our antipathies are racial 
and religious. Widespread though these 
expressions of group hatred are, it is a 
hopeful fact that they still afflict only a 
small minority of the American population, 
That minority can be curbed and re-edu- 
cated by conscious and organized efforts. 


At the very worst, that minority can be 
frightened into desisting. Not by legal 
threats—you can’t legislate the Golden Rule 
as you can the gold standard, I mean that 
Americans can be made sharply aware that 
intolerance endangers not merely the small 
groups against whom it is directed, but the 
country as a whole. The obstreperous hate- 
mongers and their foolish or frivolous fel- 
low-travelers who think it smart to rock 
our boat may drown with the others. 


If they achieve the calamity of race per- 
secutions, they will drag our beloved Amer- 
ica down to the barbarian level of Nazi 
Germany and we will pay for it in death 
and suffering and national degeneration, 
precisely as the Germans are doing today. 


Hate a Major Economic Threat 


Viewed from the narrowest vantage point 
of the nation’s well-being, the growth of 
doctrines of race and group hatreds repre- 
sents a major economic threat, America 
hag prospered because it has provided ave- 
nues of economic expression to all men 
who had the urge and the capacity to ad- 
vance themselves. Wherever we erect bar- 
riers on the grounds of race or religion, or 
of occupational or professional status, we 
hamper the fullest expansion of our eco- 
nomic society. Intolerance is destructive, 
Prejudice produces no wealth, Discrimina- 
tion is a fool’s economy, 

If eternal vigilance is the price of lib- 
erty, the writer and the artist generally 
have a prime duty in keeping the vigil. It 
is for them to dramatize the strength and 
beauty that resides in America’s multi- 


plicity of races, religions, national origins 
and social backgrounds, The totalitarians 
who looked on us as “mongrels,” as a 
chaos of clashing cultures, have learned 
their mistake, We always must remember 
that America is a nation made up of the 
peoples of all lands, 


That is why tolerance is necessarily and 
rightly a supreme American characteristic, 
In truth, we must continue to cultivate 
our native American tolerance for every- 
thing except intolerance, 


What Minorities Have Contributed 


Let’s not apologize for the amazing va- 
riety of our human material here in Amer- 
ica, Let us rather glory in it as the source 
of our robust spirit and opulent achieve- 
ments. Let’s not deny that there are dif- 
ferences in race and that our country has 
all the 57 varieties of God’s humanity. Let 
us merely make clear that these differ- 
ences cannot be measured on any scale of 
good, better and best. They are all equally 
valid, and all must continue to contribute 
to the magnificent mosaic of American life, 


Subtract from the grand total of America 
the contributions of our racial and religious 
and economic minorities—and what re- 
mains? Subtract foreign-born Andrew Car- 
negie from our metallurgical industry; or 
David Sarnoff from American radio; or 
George Gershwin and the Negro composers 
from our native music; or Norwegian-born 
Knute Rockne from our football: or Dutch- 
born Edward William Bok from publishing; 
or Danish-born William 8. Knudsen from 
the automotive industry; or Russian-born 
Maj. De Seversky from American aviation; 
or Belgian-born Leo H. Baekeland from 
American chemical achievements; or slave- 
born Dr, George Washington Carver from 
biological developments, 


Don’t Expect Too Much Too Soon 


And behind those whose names we know 
are the nameless legions of immigrants, 
generation after generation, whose labor 
and lives went into every bridge and tyn- 
nel, every mine and factory in these United 
States. 


But all of us who fight against intoler- 
ance can hurt our own cause by expecting 
too much too soon. The bigotry and im- 
patience of the right-minded can do as 
much harm ag good. There is always the 
danger that their unrestrained zeal may 
sharpen animosities and stimulate unrealis- 
tic demands. In clamoring for what is im- 
possible, they are sacrificing what is pos- 
sible. A counter-propaganda that is di- 
vorced from living usually creates more 
tensions than it cures, 

The fight against intolerance is not mere- 
ly our duty as decent human beings. It 
is the indispensable condition of our sur- 
vival as free individuals and as a prosper- 
ous nation,

Belle Boyd, Confederate Spy, 
Was a Lady, Defender Insists

Whatever else she may have been, Belle 
Boyd was a lady. Louis A. Sigaud, who 
las looked into the matter, has no doubts 
®n=that score. With gallantry and zeal, he 
engages her rather numerous detractors, 
unhorseg them and leaves them bleeding 
on the battlefields of disputation, 

Concerning her rank and rating as a 
Confederate apy, her present champion is 
not less positive, though on some points 
not so convincing. It is as a special 
pleader that Col. Sigaud presents himself, 
and it is the flaw in apecial pleading that 
it discounts adverse data and over-emphea- 
sizes favoring facts.

Belle Boyd was a spy in the sense that 
she supplied useful information to the Con- 
federates. She may even have shot and 
killed a Damyankee who deported himself 
offensively at her home in Martinsville, 
Va., as she claimed, although there is no 
official record of such a casualty. She 
may have performed the amazing exploits 
that are set down in her own book and in 
the romanticized literature concerning her, 

If skepticism persists, it is supported by 
the inadequacy of official records and the 
extraordinary leniency shown her by the 
Federal authorities. Though she was twice 
imprisoned at Washington, she was treated 
generally with more consideration than is 
usually accorded a spy, lady or no lady. 

There are suggestions, not entirely dis- 
posed of by Col. Sigaud, that in some in- 
stances the consideration shown her by 
Northern gentlemen, civilians or in uniform, 
was due to the lady’s charm, of_which she 
was well aware and which she brought to 
bear where it would do the most good. 

In the South, though, in spite of all the 
disparagement of her and the doubts that 
have been raised by numerous writers, 
Belle Boyd is secure on her pedestal. Col, 
Sigaud will not be denied, in that quarter, 
the acclaim customarily accorded a chiv- 
alric gentleman who fights for a lady 
whose fair name has been questioned. 


It is .to Col. Sigaud’s great credit that 
he has spared no labor or pains in running 
down the records, ag attested by an exten- 
sive bibliography. But, even after all the 
material he gathered has been invoked in 
support of his purpose, there is a good deal 
of obscurity, for the records are incomplete, 
An allowable inference is that Belle Boyd, 
as a spy, was not as important during the 
war as she afterward became as a glamore 
ized heroine of the Lost Cause. 

It is well established, however, that at 
least as a volunteer she rendered valuable 
services to the Confederacy. Knowledge 
of those services may have irpired the 
slurs and slanders directed at her. Though 
Col. Sigaud’s vindication of her is made up 
largely of denials and deductions, there is 
no good reason to doubt that Belle Boyd 


was a lady.

INSIDE GERMANY, Feb. 17 (by wireless). 
N the “model” American camp for German civilians near the 
| little town of Guisingen in the county of Saarlautern the German 
people are literally feeding from the horn of plenty. 

I have just visited Guisingen and several other German towns 
set aside to care for the hundreds of German civilians found in the 
various towns of the county after we put the German army into 
the defenses of the Siegfried Line. I can only say that if the way 
to a Kraut’s heart is through his stomach the officials of the Ameri- 


can Military Government supervising’ these camps should have their 
German guests kissing Old Glory most any day now. 


At Guisingen, Herr Adam Rupp, 
“appointed” Burgomeister for the 
camp, told me that the 200 Ger- 
man people in the camp were eat- 


ing better than they had at any 
time since 1935, 

“More bread and more meat 
than in 10 years,” he sighed con- 
tentedly. 

The conquered Krauts eat good, 
red, health-giving beef every day. 

I don’t mean to give the im- 
pression that these interned Ger- 
man civilians are being fed by 
the United States Army. All food 
they consume is German food 
but it is American military 
transportation that gets the 
food into these camps. And it is 
the American Military Govern- 
ment policy that is responsible 
for the fact that they are liv- 
ing in pampered luxury as 
against the existencé of hordes 
‘of starving Parisians reduced to 
eating* cat meat and freezing to 
death in a city without coal. . 


“It was necessary to evacuate 
these civilians from their homes to 
keep them out of the Army’s way,” 
Capt. Byron Hamilton of Ames, 
Ia. military governor of the kreis 
(or county) of Saarlautern told 
me when I visited the camp at 
Guisingen, “Food and coal are 
brought into the camp, but from 
that point on the Germans man- 
age their communal existence.” 
And at Guisingen these 200 Ger- 
mans are managing very well. 
Living in little family units they 
are as snug as a bug in a sleeping 
bag. They have plenty of coal, 
there is plenty of water. There are 
apparently only two regulations: 
At no time can they leave the com- 
pound—a pleasant place with 
gravel walks and a beautiful view 
of the Saar valley; and between 
5:30 p. m. and 8 a. m. they must 
remain indoors. 

Sides of Bacon. 

In the barracks themseves, I saw 

great stores of food—canned stuff 


‘they imported with them when 


American Army trucks took them 
from their homes to this camp. 
Sides of bacon hung from the 
rafters; sausages were neatly af- 
ranged on shelves.

the American “pokey,” or jail, for 
Nazi Germans. There were 14 
prisoners in the “pokey” where 
the Germans once kept Russian 
slave labor. 

Under German rule, the Rus- 
sians lived like animals, over- 
underfed and _ over- 
worked. Under American Mili- 
tary Government, the nine Ger- 
man men and five women pris- 
oners lived in comparative splen- 
dor. The barracks had been 
cleared and there was nothing for 
the German prisoners to do but 
sit and meditate on their gins. 

Three men who had been con- 
victed of stealing American ra- 
tions were “doing” nine months 
each. Compare that to some of 
the sentences meted out to Amer- 
ican G. I. on the recent Army 
ration trails. A couple of other 
Germans were doing 60 days for 
violating curfew laws and a cou- 
ple of others for “overlooking” 
frontier patrol trying to get from 
Germany into France. The women 
were all in the jug for trying to 
get from one German town to an- 
other without permission. Not 
heinous crimes these, But you 
could imagine what the Germans 
would mete out in the way of sen- 
tences for comparable crimes. 

In the town of Kerperich-Him- 
mersdorf itself 2300 evacuated 
German civilians have moved in to 
share the quarters of the town's 
residents, many of whom have 
drifted home since the Ninetieth 
Division moved on. Aside from 
curfew regulations, the town goes 
its own way except to follow 
AMG regulations such as saving 
potato peelings to feed the pigs. 

In Kerperich-Himmersdorf I 
Was surprised to see these Ger- 
man evacuees to the last person 
looking well fed, and if not arro- 
gant, anything but subdued. The 
nature of American Military Gov- 
ernment is nothing if not benign.

We are looking forward to a 
great area of development which 
will be the result of placing Ken- 
tucky Dam and its facilities into 
full operation in the fall of 1945. 

Already Paducah’s city officials 
are negotiating with the utilities 
company for the purchase of their 
properties within the city’s limits. 
The city will, of course, be sup- 
plied with electric enegry gene- 
rated at the .dam site. Such 
abundance of power will undoubt- 
edly attract manufacturing and 
industry. 

Because TVA’s Kentucky Dam 
will impound a body of water ap- 
proximately 186 miles long, it goes 
without saying that such a lake 
will be one of the finest recrea- 
tional areas and sportsman’s wild 
life paradise in the entire country. 

Both navigation and flood con- 
trol are beneficial influences, 
especially to communities‘ located 
on the Tennessee River such as 
Paducah is. It will surprise the 
average man to know how much 
tonnage is now passing a point 
like Paducah in the most modern 
type of tow boats, barges and 
other river equipment. 

It is for all the above reasons 


that we look forward to the bene- 


fits we are sure to receive from 
the Tennessee Valley Authority, 
and without hestitancy it is my 
opinion that there is not a com- 
munity within the influence of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority that 
is not delighted with what has 
been brought to them as a result 
of this mammoth project.

Unlimited Current of 
Benefit to Community. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

There is available to all indus 
tries here an unlimited amount of 
current, and many, if not all of 
our larger plants are electrically 
operated. This of course has been 
of great benefit to the community, 
and in no way has the TVA had 
any harmful effects on our com- 
munity, but their interest in our 
local set-up has been universally 
beneficial. 

We do not have any large war 
industries in our city, although we 
have two or three strictly local 
plants owned and operated by 
local people, which have accepted 
and performed several war con- 
tracts. We have one plant that is 
almost altogether making saw 
mills for the Government and 
these mills have been shipped 
throughout the world. 

We alsp have another plant 
operating full time and overtime, 
making and assembling Army truck 
parts on a rather large scale, We 
have another company, which has 
operated continuously making 
Army pants and some shirts, and 
I understand that they are now 
expecting to run full time on 
Army contracts. These plants 
employ approximately 200 men, 
100 men and about 700 or 800 men 
and women, respectively. We have 
several small plants devoting a 
substantial per cent of their op- 
erations in the manufacture of 
war products, 

To what extent the TVA would 
contribute to the maintenance of 
employment and industrial and 
business activity here after the 
war is wholly uncertain, but the 
authority has always been Co- 
operative, and we have every 
reason to believe will continue so 
after the war.

Tremendous Influence 
On Whole Southern Region, 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Tennessee Valley Authority’s 
contribution to the industrial and 
agricultural economy of the south- 
ern areas bordering on the Ten- 
nessee River has exerted a tre- 
mendous influence, not only upon 
these areas, but also upon the en- 
tire southern region, as well as the 
entire country. 


This is true whether viewed in 
the light of its political signifi- 
cance in the exercise of Federal 
power over the natural resources 
in the public interest or, more di- 
rectly, the benefits that inevitably 
flow from the expenditures’ of 
huge public funds in development 
of natural resources beyond the 
financial ability of private enter- 
prise, except over longer periods 
of time, 


To provide for the national] de- 
fense is a direct obligation of the 
Federal Government, and to this 
extent the. Tennessee River system 
has demonstrated+its immediate 
war emergency achievements in 
production of war material and 
in services to the armed forces. 


Its general peacetime objectives 
are flood control, electric power, 
and the general welfare program 
including, among other things, fer- 
tilizer materials for food produc- 
tion, Federal aid to agriculture 
and industry, development of wa- 
ter transportation, recreational 
land uses, and stream sanitation. 

Today we find that industry in 
the Tennessee River Valley is fur- 
nished electric power at relatively 
low rates and in large amounts. 
Electri@ power rates to household- 
ers have been reduced. The farm- 
er has been given more and cheap- 
er power and almost a free share 
in fertilizer materials in further- 
ance of the Federal conservation 
program. Not to be overlooked is 
the development of water trans- 
portation. 

These lower costs are most help- 
ful to those who benefit from 
them, but due to the complexity of 
the system there is room for doubt, 
in the opinion of some, as to the 
economic soundness of the rates 
charged—in other words, it may 
be possible that the general ap- 
propriations by Congress. bear 
part of the cost.

Tupelo Factories 
Entirely Electrified. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Cheap power in Tupelo has been 
a boon to industry and commer- 
cial establishments. That this 
cheap power has attracted any 
new industry up to now is doubt- 
ful because of the depression and 
then ‘the war. However, the in- 
dustry and commerce already here 
have thrived, and there isn’t a 
manufacturing plant in the city 
that is not entirely electrified. 

Industry has greatly benefited 
to the extent that power bills 
have been reduced more than 60 
per cent. 

In November, Tupelo had 496 
commercial customers .and their 
average use was 491 kwh. The 
average cost per kwh to these 
customers was 1.37 cents per kwh. 

In addition to these, the city 
had 2180 residential customers for 
the same month, and their aver- 
age use was 152 kwh, and cost 
them an average of 1.33 cents per 
kwh. 

There are good prospects in 
Tupelo for a large number of 
small industries after the war. 
Plans are already drawn for milk 
processing plants, ice cream 
plants, feed mills and a number 
of other smal] industries. 

Tupelo now has three garment 
plants, a cotton seed oil plant, a 
fertilizer plant, brick and tile 
kiln, a milk plant (Carnation Co.) 
and a meat packing plant, as well 
as numerous other small plants, 
every one using electric power.

spruce forests swept up like 
aprons from the blue North Pa- 
cific. 

The lieutenant shaded his eyes 
and looked at the summits of the 
fiords. “This is like Norway, 
where I was born,” he said. “I do 
not see why this part of Alaska 
could not have all the economic 
activities of Norway. There are 
woods here for lumber where 
dairy cattle can graze. There are 
fish off the shore, There are min- 
erals in the mountains. There are 
streams which can be damned up 
for water power. Yet Trondheim, 
in Norway, has 55,000 people, and 
how many has Juneau, the capital 
of Alaska?” 

I lpoked in the World Almanac 
in the bottom of my musette bag, 
Juneau’s population was listed as 
only 5729. Why, I wondered? 

E. L. (Bob) Bartlett, delegate 
in Congress from Alaska, and 
Ernest Gruening, Alaska’s Gover- 
nor, are agreed that lack of ade- 
quate transportation has held back 
Alaska more than any other fac- 
tor. Where Sweden has had 7000 
miles of railways, Alaska, three 
times the size of Sweden, has had 
509 miles—and not all of that 
standard gauge. In 1940 Sweden 
had 38,830 miles of automobile 
roads, Alaska 1978. And where the 
Scandinavian lands are hard by 
such great European centers as 
Antwerp, Leningrad, Brussels and 
Berlin, Alaska is a minimum of 
1000 miles from Vancouver and 
Seattle. 

War Developments Important, 

This is why developments of the 
war have been so important to 
Alaska. The United States Army 
Air Corps has pioneered a re- 
markable new air ferry route to 
Fairbanks, Nome and Soviet Rus- 
Sia. Ports and docks now stud 
many of Alaska’s coves. A tele- 
phone line threads along the Alas- 
ka Highway, and for the first 
time Alaskans can converse with 
Continental United States. Innu- 
merable airfields and flight strips 
have made travel possible by air, 
where the only transportation was 
on foot, dogsled or canoe, 

Few Americans realize how fa- 
vorably Alaska compares in re- 
sources to the Scandinavian na- 
tions. 

Delegate Bartlett has pointed 
out that Sweden has a reindeer 
pasturage of 40,000 square miles, 
as contrasted with 240,000 square 
miles in Alaska, Alaska and Swe- 
den are not far apart in available 
hydroelectric power. Sweden has 
less than half the potential farm 
and grazing land of Alaska, yet its 


2,700,000 people. Alaska’s total ci- 
vilian population is barely one- 
thirtieth of this figure. 

Summer

has not been a region of homes.

Imperialism of Japanese Emperor J 


Continued from Page One. 


saving Japan from foreign con- 
quest. 

The main factors and phases of 
the “revolution” against the sho- 
gunate were these: 

1. The Emperor was dug out of 
his innocuous desuetude and made 
a new focus of national loyalty 
combined with feudal loyalty. 
This move made it possible for 
key men on the Tokugawa side 
to evade their feudal loyalty to 
the shogun on the excuse of a 
higher loyalty to the Emperor. 
It also made possible a_ division 
of the spoils between the two 
major anti-Tokugawa clans of 
Satsuma and Choshu. 

2. Unity in face of the foreigner 
was used as an appeal to effect 
a quick regrouping around the 
Emperor. The new, confident 
young leaders dared to train peas- 
‘ants in the use of firearms. With 
these troops they first crushed 
those of the sword bearing samu- 
rai. Then, by resorting to the 
new device of conscription, they 
used armed peasants to hold 
down unarmed peasants and made 
it possible for the bigger feudal 
nobles to continue as a privileged 
class of great landowners. 

National Conscription. 

National conscription, enacted 
in 1872-1873 and revised in 1883, 
was used as a dam to prevent the 
peasants from breaking out in 
revolution. Since the dam backed 
up a greet reservoir of peasant

Its girls, its neon 
signs, its attenuated bus system, 
its two drugstores, its shops with 
real plate-glass windows, its pave- 
ment—these things symbolized the 
epitome of civilization. After a 
long period up in the far-flung 
fastness of the Yukon and Mac- 
kenzie watersheds, our first 
glimpse of Alaska’s port of entry 
brought quite a different reaction. 

Many soldiers will return to 
Alaska after the war if they can 
obtain a reasonable means of live- 
lihood, Gov. Gruening’s office at 
Juneau receives many inquiries 
from service men requesting in- 
formation on how to acquire land 
in Alaska. Most of them hope to 
establish farms. For example, the 
Forest Service estimates that ap- 
proximately 1,000,000 acres on the 
timbered Kenai peninsula will 
maintain livestock grazing com- 
parable with eastern Oregon and 
Montana, 


Farming Possible in North.

This disagreement’as to timing 
of aggression—a very different 
thing from disagreement in prin- 
ciple as to the propriety of aggres- 
sion—has been a thread running 
through all the recent history of 
Japan. Before conscription was 
adopted in 1873, the fire eaters 
agitated for the conquest of Korea. 
They wanted a “samurai war” 
with the naked sword. The pro- 
ponents of comscription were 
against the premature invasion of 
Korea, but they were not against 
conquest abroad. The only issue 
was whether to conquer Korea 
with swords or to wait, prepare, 
and do it later with guns. 

The Emperor was integral tothe 
expansion of Japan, whether the 
trigger was pulled late or soon. 
Economically, he belonged with 
the “liberals,” because of his huge 
investments. Militarily, he be- 
longed with the militarists, as the 
ritualistic fount of military morale. 
Socially, he belonged with both 
“liberals” and militarists because 
he was the keystone of the arch 
of economic and social privilege 
under which the people passed on 
their way to “work, obey, fight.” 

It is not surprising that it is 
difficult to document the wealth 
of the Japanese Emperor. The 
“Far East Year Book,” Tokyo, 
1941, gives the following partial 
list of his industrial holdings in 
1938:

Our failure to identify the Jap- 
anese Emperor with Japanese im- 
perialism is akin to our failure to 
detect the fact that timing, not 
principle, was what divided “lib- 
erals” from militarists. We shall 
never be able to draw up a ra- 
tional policy toward Japan until 
we recognize that only revolution 
can solve the problem of the im- 
perial institution in Japan. It is 
the institution that counts; the per- 
sonal character and predilections 
of any individual Emperor are 
more or less irrelevant. 

It is a mistake to think that 
Japan could achieve “democratic 
monarchy” by reform, One of the 
fmportant reasons why the Brit- 
ish can be democratic and have 
a king too is that, at a time which 
has now receded so far into his- 
tory that it can be talked about 
without discomfort, the English 
people cut off the head of an 
English king. Until the Japa- 
nese people have done something 
equally progressive (whatever the 
suitable equivalent of cutting off 
heads may be), no palliative re- 
form will be adequate.

Mobilizer James F. Byrnes does

“I would 
also be very glad to place before 
him on his return any data which 
you may care to present with re- 
spect to the continuation of sport 
activities. 

“However, I know of no action 
contemplated by the director at 
this time to curtail sports as 
such.” Byrnes’ December directive

In the past, 
ever, he has declined to consider 
any appeals for relaxation of the 
/no-racing rule. 

Buckley argued that “if all the 
'bin of racing was scraped to the 
'bottom, there would not be 5000 
‘war employes secured.” 

He added that aside from man- 
power, “‘the so-called absenteeism” 
is practically the only other issue. 
He continued on that point: 

“Absenteeism is something that 
arises from excess moneys, the 
fishing season, the hunting season 
and other reasons, separate and 
distinct from any particular 
amusement.” 

Buckley expressed concern over 
the future of breeding in this 
country, “if racing is not re- 
sumed, at least in part,” and pre- 
dicted that “possible export mar- 
kets for breeding in this country 
will be turned over to the Brit- 
ish.”

Sunny Days Bring . 
Joy to the Farm

AM by nature an optimist and an extrovert. But along 

| toward February every year I get an awful obsession that 

maybe this time winter is going to last forever! You sort 

of have the feeling that the sun has gone for good and that 

cold, gray days will follow 

one upon another until the 

end of time, Then after a 

fall of snow will come a 

week of weather that’s clear 

and crisp and makes you 

want to wrap up and get 

out into the open. Or better 

yet, along comes a warm 

spell such as that we had 

recently. A day dawns clear 

and bright, with a sky of 

azure blue, By sun-up the 

light frost has disappeared 

and then the mercury starts 

to climb until by afternoon 

the air has the soft and 

balmy feeling of spring. You 

know, of course, that it isn’t 

spring and that tomorrow 

may dawn to a howling bliz- 

gard, Just the same, warm 

February days keep hope 

from dying and give you a 

new determination to live through until April. And the birds 

and insects and animals all seem to have the same feeling. 

The old White Rock rooster, instead of crowing disconsolately 

from the depths of the chicken house, comes out early and 

flies up on a fence post to send his ringing challenge toward 

the rising sun. His harem, the while, clusters impatiently 

about the gate and waits to be let out so that they can go 

prospecting across the hillside. Up at the bird feeder, which 

is busy from the moment it’s light enough to see, the male 

downy woodpeckers chase each other up and down and about. 

Busy at the peanut butter, their less spectacular lady friends 

turn now and then to eye these strange antics, “Better wait 

a day or two,” they seem to say. All day long the chickadees 

go fussing in and out of the hanging bird-houses; no doubt 

they're laying fine plans for a summer home. By noon the 

bees are out of the hives and humming happily in the sunny 

air. A pair land in my hair and take a free ride from the 
woodpile down to the house.

@ NOW IS THE TIME WE START watching the bird feeder 
for new arrivals. It seems we've had fewer varieties this 
season than last, even though the feeders are always busy. 
The reason, we believe, is that there is still plenty of feed 
in the woods and fields. There have been no very severe 
storms to beat down last season’s growth and strip the seeds 
from trees, shrubs, grasses and weeds. And so the shyer birds 
who might be driven in by a hard winter stay farther from 
the house. But last Sunday we did have new arrivals who 
seem to be here to stay—and we're delighted. Three White- 
Breasted Nuthatches arrived early in the day, explored the 
delights of suet, peanut butter and raisins, sunflower seed and 
grain. They ran busily up and down the feeder trees seeming 
to prefer the head-down position and feeding just as readily 
when hafging by their heels as when right side up. One 
flew in and lighted on a small twig and turned an entire 
somersault, like a boy on a trapeze, before he came to rest.

These Nuthatches are cousins of the Chickadee 
and have the same merry nature and friendly curiosity. 
We've often wondered why they weren't here as perma- 
nent guests, for they are not at all rare around St. Louis. 
But these are the first we’ve had, with the exception 
of a single bird which stayed with us for a day or s0 
winter before last. They’re bigger than the Chickadee. 
They have a long, slender bill, a black cap which has 
a bluish-green cast, and a slate-blue back with black 
markings near the tail. The breast is white with chest- 
nut markings on the tummy. Boy—would the Audubon 
Society get after me for such a description! They’re 
much less musical than either Chickadee or Titmouse, 
yet they do have a song which sounds a good deal like 
a youngster’s penny horn.

@ THE OTHER DAY WE WENT FORA LONG hike through 
the fields and woods. Rather surprisingly, we saw few birds, 
but the fact that Boots and Mac were ranging out ahead of 
us may have at least partly accounted for this, They had 
investigated each thicket and covert thoroughly, long before 
we'd gotten there. But apparently there has been very little 
northward movement of the birds as yet. Two winters ago, 
by this fime, we'd seen the Fox Sparrow, Myrtle Warbler and 
several other newcomers. Still, I guess we’re fortunate. Often 
at the bird feeder we'll count a dozen varieties within a half 
hour and have eight or nine different kinds feeding all at 
one time, There'll be the Downy, Hairy and Red-Bellied Wood- 
peckers, Titmice and Chickadees, Junco and Song Sparrow and 
Field Sparrow, Carolina Wren, Cardinal, Mocking Bird and 
Blue Jay. And in sight at the same time, but not near the 
feeders, may be a pair of Flickers, a Herring Gull over the 


river, a dozen Crows flying home to roost and a Cooper's : 


Hawk hunting down in the field, That’s enough to make you 
feel you’re “at home with the birds.”

AN EVACUATION HOSPITAL 
ON THE WESTERN FRONT 
Feb, 15 (By Radio) (Delayed). 


NE of the grimmest tales in 
QO the saga of “bloody Bastogne” 

is the one told by Capt, Ed- 
ward N. Zinschlag, St. Louis phy- 
sician, who, with other members 
of a surgical group, volunteered 
for the suicidal mission of para- 
chuting into the enemy-sur- 
rounded city and there worked for 
two days and nights in an effort 
to save the lives of wounded men. 


For his gallantry, Capt. Zin- 
schlag has been awarded the Sil- 
ver Star as well as a citation is- 
sued by Gen. George S. Patton, 
Fhe citation, describing the haz- 
ards of enemy bombing and artil- 
lery fire under which the group 
worked, is thrilling reading in 
itself, but from the captain today 
I heard the full story of how he 
and fellow surgeons worked 
through 48 hours in an old garage 
under dim light, in air heavy with 
the stench of gas gangrene, patch- 
ing together doughboys wounded 
in the battered bastion of Bas- 
togne. Because this story is to 
me one of the epic tales of hero- 
ism in this war, I am going to tell 
it in detail as this 30-year-old cap- 
tain told it to me in his quiet way. 

“It was the day before Christ- 
mas that the call came to this 
evacuation hospital for volun- 
teers,” the captain began, “They

wanted two officers and two en- 
listed men to jump into Bastogne 
by parachute. None of us had ever 
jumped before but four of us vol- 
unteered, 


“We waited around awhile, ap- 
parently because somebody was 
hoping against hope that help 
could be gotten into Bastogne 
some other way, ,but at 8 o'clock 
on the morning of Dec, 26, we fi- 
nally set out in a three-quarter 
ton truck loaded with all the medi- 
cal supplies and instruments it 
would hold. When we got to the 
air strip from which we were to 
take off, we still thought it was a 
parachuting mission but on the 
strip we found we were going to 
be taken into. Bastogne by glider. 
Believe me, that was some relief.” 


The captain's party was met by 
an auxiliary surgical team of five 
men and, in a glider piloted by 
Lt. Chariton W. Corwin, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. C. W. Corwin, 5347 
Gladstone place, Normandy, final- 
ly ‘took off at 3:45 p. m. 


“At the air strip everyone was 
talking about the heavy flak we 
‘were bound to run into and what 
duck soup a single glider would 
be,” the captain laughed, in retro- 
spect. “Our hearts were really 


working overtime when we heard, 


other glider pilots talking to our 
pilot as if it were going to be 
their last conversation, and some- 
one had scribbled ‘Fire Trap’ in 
chalk across the side of our glider. 

“Finally we got all our equip- 
ment piled inside and took off 
with a Thunderbolt escort of four 
planes which increased to an es- 
cort of 25 fighter bombers by the 
time we were ready to cut loose 
from the tow ship and set the 
glider down.”

HE captain recalls that on this 
Tess nobody paid much atten- 

tion to the scenery and he re- 
members thinking that the P-47s 
looked like angels to him. About 
the time he was thinking the ship 
should be over enemy territory, 
his thoughts were confirmed by 
two flak puffs off the port wing 
and a loud explosion under the 
tail. 

“We had been told to anticl- 
pate flak,” the captain said, “but 
just the same we were all scared 
to death. We looked for the col- 
umn of smoke that was to mark 
our landing place and there it 
was amid the dense pall of bat- 
tle, coming up from a field about 
three miles out of town. The 
crew chief of the C-47 tow ship 
signaled us to cast off by flash- 
ing a light from the plexiglass 
dome in the top of the cabin, the 
tow cable was released and it sud- 
denly became very quiet. The 
wind seemed to be gently flowing 
by, so difficult from the roar and 
blast from our tow ship. The pi- 
lot, Lt. Corwin, kept snapping his 
head from side to side as if he 
were watching a fast tennis 
match. The field he wanted 
couldn’t be made because we were 
going too fast so he picked an- 
other ulongside a small forest 
about 600 yards closer to town. 
The landing was beautiful, hardly 
a bump.” 

While the captain and his party 
were congratulating themselves on 
this soft landing and piling out 
of the ship, they heard American 
soldiers yelling from the edge of 
the forest. They discovered later 
that what they thought was their 
smoke signal was a farm house 
burning. They had landed in No 
Man’s land.

“Our welcoming speech from them 
was, ‘Keep the hell down, the 
Heinies are right over there’.” 


After many hazardous trips, the 
glider with its precious supplies 
was unloaded. The supplies were 
hand-carried back to a fire break 
in the woods where a truck could 
pick them up without being seen 
by the Jerries. While al] this was 
being accomplished, the _ blurp- 
blurp of German machine guns 
and the whine of mortar and ar- 
tillery shells kept the party pinned 
to the ground. 


“It was the first time most of 
us had heard enemy shells at 
close range,” the captain said, “so 
we watched the doughboys. When 
they would duck into their fox 
holes we would flop down. It 
didn't take us long to acquire a 
reflex conditioned to the whir] of 
mortar shells and the low whistle 
of the “artillery. The _ shelling 
lasted about 15 minutes, then 
American counter-battery fire si- 
lenced the German guns. We 
learned later the Americans threw 
smoke shells at the Heinies be- 
cause they had only seven rounds 
of the heavy explosive left. The 
Jerries must have interpreted the 
smoke as a screen being laid down 
to hide an attack so everything 
was pretty quiet.” 


From their outpost the party 
radioed for a truck to transport 
the party and supplies into Bas- 
togne. While waiting for the 
truck, about 50 to 60 C-47s in a 
sky train came over to drop sup- 
plies, medicine, and ammunition 
for the besieged city. The captain 
saw three of them shot down, The 
truck was a long time coming so 
a lieutenant from the outpost led 
them through the woods to a bat- 
talion command post and there a 
colonel loaned them his jeep. Fi-

nally the truck arrived and four 
men rode into town in the jeep 
and the remajnder in the truck 
with the supplies. 

At last the party arrived in Bas- 
togne. The captain describes the 
destruction as “the most terrible 
thing imaginable.” 

“The streets were actually 
blocked with rubble and the 
dead,” he said. “American vehicles 
were lying around in burned out 
heaps before a two-story brick ga- 
rage which turned out to be a 
regimental] aid station. One of 
the other surgeons later remarked 
that the scene reminded him of 
the Atlanta railway station scene 
in ‘Gone With the Wind.’ A heavy 
tarpaulin was hung across the 
door of the garage which servéd 
as a blackout entrance. Inside the 
light was very poor and it took a

while for our eyes to get used to 
the semidarkness but our noses 
told us what was going on, The 
odor.of gas gangrene. stabbed at 
us, Low moans.from the wounded 
sounded as if we had Iiterallyr 
stepped into hell. 


“We groped our way through 
straw piles and litters which were 
serving as beds and finally went 
through a door at the end of this 
large room into a much smaller 
room wheré the light was better; 
a generator lit several 100-watt 
bulbs. This was the operating 
room,”

ANY of the wounded lying on 
Mitneir blood soaked straw pal- 
lets had been there with only 
make-shift medical attention for 
six days. Chaplains, cooks, me- 
chanics, all helped the few men of 
the medical detachment, The 
walking wounded did what they 
could for their buddies who could 
not help themselves, but with the 
exception of one man, who had 
been flown into Bastogne by cub 
plane the day before the captain 
arrived, there was not a single 
surgeon in the besieged city. 
Capt. Zinschlag and the three 
other surgeons in his party started 
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Heroic Surgeons of Bloody Bastogne

to sort the patients. There were 
more than a hundred casualties 
and about half of these were sur- 
gical cases. In the large room off 
the operating room were some of 
the most serious. Others were 
“stored” in cellars in the neigh- 
borhood. Only six pints of blood 
were on hand and about one good 
dose of penicillin when the relief 
party arrived. The surgeons set 
to work, Their operating tables 
were litters placed on sawbucks, 
their only heat was two G. I. 
stoves with the stove pipes poked 
through holes in the doors. The 
light was poor and there was no 
sterilizing apparatus so all instru- 
ments were placed in one huge 
granite dishpan in the middle of 
the room and covered with cresol 
and alcohol. As operations prog- 
ressed, surgeons pawed through 
this dishpan for the instruments 
they needed. 


“That operating room was about 
20 feet wide and perhaps 50 feet 
long,” the captain estimated. “A 
large double sliding door was in 
each end but these were perma- 
nently closed to prevent light 
leaks. The floor was concrete and 
the walls were brick. In one end 
of the room three G. I. cots were 
supporting three medical officers 
unconscious with fatigue. Sheets 
weren't available because the in- 
fantry had need of them in the 
field for snow camouflage. We 
four surgeons took care of 50 sur- 
gical patients in the 48 hours we 
were there.” 


Told that way, the story is 
startling enough, but I learned 
from Capt. Zinschlag that there 
was more to all this than just a 
race against time to save the lives 
of these men. 


On the night of the 26th, while 
the captain was in the midst of an 
operation on a man who had lain 
for two days with a gaping belly 
wound, the Jerries started to shell 
the town. 

“I had just mopped this man’s 
belly out with a towel because we 
didn’t have any suction appara- 
tus,” Capt. Zinschlag said, “when 
the shells started coming in but 
none of us stopped. That guy was

“IT remember looking up from 
that belly operation to find that 
bearded G. I. with his face prac- 
tically poked in the other guy's 
gaping stomach. He kept as 
me, ‘Do you think he'll live, Dee, 
anything I can do for you, Doc? 
All I really wanted was for him 
to go away and let me alone but 
I couldn’t hurt his feelings.” 

If the captain’s first night in 
Bastogne was a foretaste of hell 
the second night he says was, “No 
taste, it was the real thing.” On 
the night of Dec. 27, the Jerries

N addition, sky trains of C-47s 
| were coming over constantly, 

dropping supplies by parachute, 
supplies including needed whole 
blood for the casualties which by 
this time had mounted. Several 
C-47s were shot down. The crews 
of these planes which crashed in 
flames were also brought into the 
garage. Then Jerry came over 
again and bombed the hell out 
of the little hospital. Bombs fell 
so close the doors were blown out 
of the operating room, making it 
necessary to shut off the lights, 
and two operations in progress 
were finished by flashlight. While 
volunteers worked to replace the 
shattered doors, Jerry planes 
strafed the hospital. 

At 11 o'clock the morning of 
December 28, relief came to the 
weary and the wounded in the lit- 
tle blood-soaked garage at Bas- 
togne. Several hundred ambulances 
pulled into the town and evacuated 
all the wounded. Capt. Zinschlag 
left Bastogne with the last ambu- 
lance. Back at the evacuation 
later, he 
marshalled his wits, ticked off on 
his fingers 10 operations per- 
formed in those 48 feverish hours, 
four bellies, four chests, and two 
amputations. 

“Kitchen table surgery back 
home is sterile technique com- 
pared to what we were up against,” 
he said. “We couldn't really scrub 
up because we couldn’t get water 
hot enough to boil We just 
soaked our gloves in alcohol. All 
the skin came off our hands later. 
We couldn’t soak our sutures s0 
we just soaked them in the 
patient’s blood. If I was doing 
a belly, I just held the suture in 
the man’s belly until it was soft 
enough to use.” 

Capt. Zinschlag is the husband 
of Mrs. Mary Louise Zinschiag, 
1100 Louisville avenue, St. Louis.

lude to acting was a job welding

Byron was happily welding 
away late in 1941 when he hap- 
pened to pick up a paper to read 
in a movie column that a guy 
named Byron Barr had been 
signed by a studio and was con- 
sidered a cinch as a future star.

Byron buckled down and took two 
years of training in dramatics— 
working in the airplane plant on 
the graveyard shift and reading 
lines to the coach in the after- 
noon, 

“I sealed seams at night and 
learned to steal scenes in the 
afternoon,” he puts it. 

When he thought he was ready 
to hold his own before a movie 


camera, Byron went back to the 
agent who took him over to the 
Paramount lot and got him a 
screen test.

Branyen 
Holkar Masters. Peggy, as she is 
known to her intimates, has a way 
of surprising her friends and 
relatives, It was back in 1939 that 
she literally knocked them for a 
loop. 

Halfway across the world from 
the wind-swept prairies of the lit- 
tle North Dakota town about 
whose towering grain elevators 
she romped as a child, Marguerite 
became the Maharani of Indore, 
after divorcing Paul Branyen, a 
Minneapolis jeweler. 
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Announcement of his marriage 
to the American girl, who oursed 
him through a serious illness in 
California in 1937, was made by 
the young Maharajah Yeshwant 
of Indore in a speech to his no- 
bles, officials and subjects in the 
capitol of the oriental principality 
he rules, Said the Maharajah: 

“Why did I marry? I married 
to gain mental peace. Without 
such peace I cannot properly dis- 
charge my duties to my many sub- 
jects.” 

The Maharajah, then 30, de 
scribed Marguerite to his subjects 
as “a beautiful fady whom I love 
from the heart.” 

Friends of the former nurse ex- 
pressed some surprise at the mar- 
riage. They recalled that Mar- 
guerite had accompanied the Ma- 
harajah and his entourage on a 
swing through the United States 
at a time when illness threw a 
damper over the royal party. His 
first wife, the Maharani Sanyogita 
Bai, died in 1937. 

Born in Fargo, N. D., Marguer- 
ite attended St. Marguerite Acad- 
emy in Minneapolis, Sacred Heart 
Convent, Lake Forest, Ill, Ra- 
mona Convent, Southern Califor- 
nia and St. Mary’s Hospital Train- 
ing School in Minneapolis. She 
graduated as a registered nurse in 
1927. On Oct. 26, 1928, she was 
married in Rockford, Ill., to John 
Paul Branyen, They separated in

California in 1936. There were no 
children. 

Although informed that Mrs. 
Branyen had divorced him in the 
Midwest on the grounds of cruelty, 
Branyen filed suit for divorce in 
California, charging desertion. 
Commenting. on Marguerite’s mar- 
riage to the dark potentate, her 
former husband gaid succinctly: 

“I’m not in on this. Our paths 
divided years ago. I have noth- 
ing more to say.”

Close friends of Marguerite said 
they expected her to be very happy 
with her distinguished husband. 
But if she was, it proved to be of 
comparatively brief duration. They 
reached the end of the matrimo- 
nial trail in 1943 in Reno, where 
rich and poor alike come seeking 
divorce after the usual ups and 
downs at home. The tall, dark 
ruler had found someone else he 
seemed to prefer. A few minutes 
after he had divorced his second 
Maharani in a 10-minute court- 
room ceremony in the West’s most 
famous gambling town, the Ma- 
harajah was married for the third 
time. 

His bride, Mrs, Euphemia W. 
Crane, 29, of Los Angeles, had also 
obtained a divorce in the Nevada 
city before she became the second 
American woman to marry the 
wealthy ruler. The Maharajah’s

ifreedom from Marguerite was ob- 


tained on the grounds of extreme 
cruelty. 
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Thus ended Marguerite’s gilded 
romance, which started out so 
auspiciously, but which gave her 
one keen satisfaction: She was 
awarded custody of the potentate’s 
10-year-old daughter, Yusha Devi, 
whom she had recently adopted. 

Although a property settlement 
was not made part of the decree, 
it was disclosed that Marguerite, 
among other considerations, was 
awarded the handsome coastal es- 
tate at Emeraid Bay, near Laguna 
Beach, 

Nevada, which figured in Mar- 
guerite’s divorce from the Ma- 
harajah, again played a prominent 
part in her matrimonial affairs 
when she quietly married a La- 
guna Beach mailman in Las Ve- 
gas last January 15. The bride- 
groom was disclosed as Charles W. 
Masters, 30. 

Investigation disclosed that Mas- 
ters was a substitute letter carrier 
in Laguna Beach when the Ma- 
harani and her titled husband 
lived on their Emerald Bay estate, 
above the blue Pacific. Masters 
resigned two years ago to enter 
the Coast Guard and was honora- 
bly discharged recently. He also 
has been a commercial fisherman 
and diver. This is his first mar- 
riage. After returning to South- 
ern California from Nevada, Mr. 
and Mrs. Masters denied them- 


selves to callers and declined to 
see newsmen or photographers. 

The ex-Maharani enlisted in the 
Waves in October, 1943, but is be- 
lieved to have obtained a dis- 
charge since that time. 


In his Southern California ap- 
pearances, when he hobnobbed 
with movie greats and near-greats, 
the rich Maharajah said he was 
keenly interested in American 
movies “Because. I want to see 
what I can do about this medium 
in my native country.”

The Maharajah is the son of 
Tukoji Rao Holkar, who abdicated 
in 1926 following a commotion 
over his asserted attempt to kid- 
nap his favorite native dancing 
girl, Mumtaz Gegum, In Septem- 
ber, 1938, the father married 
Nancy Ann Miller of Seattle. He 
later installed her in a block-long 
winter palace in Bombay, attended 
by 150 servants. 


Just what Marguerite’s new hus- 
band, the mailman, thinks of those 
enormously wealthy potentates and 
their odd love affairs remains a 
mystery. He is not seen much in 
Laguna Beach and thus far has 
kept his feelings to himself con- 
cerning past and present romances,

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PON returning home from my 
U first visit to St. Louis, where 

I spent most of my time 
watching the bears, then in Fair- 
grounds’ Park, I decided to start 
a zoo.#® We had an unused barn 
loft, 40 feet long by a width of 
25 feet, making it. amply large 
to house the animals.

Realizing that a dime was my 
limit, they accepted and turned 
over the possum.

WHILE IT MAY have been a 
bargain, the purchase of the pos- 
sum nearly wrecked my plans for 
a zoological garden. I had no 
place to put the animal, even for 
a night. The chicken house was 
the only outbuilding from which 
it could not escape, and I knew 
if I turned it loose in there, it 
would go on a chicken-killing 
spree. In desperation, I decided 
to slip it In the kitchen for the 
night, get up before the family 
the next morning and make a 
cage for it.

He wanted $1.25 for 
his collection while I had only 85 
cents. I offered him all I had 
and threw in two guineas, a hen 
and a cock. We made a deal and 
the next day the consiknment was 
delivered.

DUCATION on a practical 
E basis, available to anyone with 

the will to learn, is the pattern 
on which: Soldan Evening High 
School is modeled. Arnold Zopf, 
night principal, insists that it is 
a system which works, since stu- 
dents enrolled in night classes at 
present range in age from those 
in their teens, finishing up high 
school, to men and women from 
25 to 70, who are just learning to 
read and write. 

Ridding the school of all un- 
necessary red tape has done a 
great deal to increase the appeal 
for adults, Zopf believes. 

“For instance, we have tried to 
break down all artificial stand- 
ards of achievement,” he said. 
“We don’t require adults to attend 
classes for any definite length of 
time. Anyone who can pass re- 
quired tests may advance, regard- 
less of time spent in the 'class- 
room. This makes more rapid ad- 
vancement possible for adults, to 
whom time is precious, and to 
youngsters, who are faced with 
imminent induction in the armed 
forces, 

“There are many persons, out of 
school for several years, who have 
nevertheless been increasing their 
specific knowledge through the in- 
tervening time by hobbies, corres- 
pondence courses, or reading. If 
they wish to return to night school 
to complete requirements for a 
high school diploma, we enable 
them to get credit for knowledge, 
even though they may not have 
had certain formal courses. 

“We do this by a battery of 
tests, which are quite exhaustive. 
For instance, a man who shows in 
tests that he knows how to do 
problems in English 1 and 2, may 
enroll in English 3, even though 
he has never had English 2.” 

Intelligence quotient and 
achievement tests have been par- 
ticularly helpful in proving the 


ability of students, already taking 


full daytime courses, to take ad- 
ditional night work. 

“‘Many young men have been 
able to take extra work at night 
and complete requirements for a 
high-school. diploma before their 
induction into military service,” 
Zopf said. “Only through an ac- 
celerated program of study could 
this be accomplished. Ordinarily 
we discourage day students from 
attempting to take night courses, 
but we make exceptions of some 
youngsters who are obviously able 
to take a double load. 

“Until Jan. 1, of this year, we 
allowed students to carry only 
one night course in addition to 
day work. Now, in certain cases, 
they are permitted to take two.” 


About 60 per cent of those who 
try out for two courses in night 
school are adjudged capable, of 
such a heavy program. 

“This same method should prove 
a blessing to returning service- 
men,” Zopf said. “Many young 
men will have had training in the 
armed forces in specialized fields. 
Through our new system, they 
may take tests in certain lines, 
prove their ability, and get cred- 
it as if they had passed formal 
courses,” 

In Zopf’s opinion, night school 
will be the choice of many  vet- 
erans when they return to private 
life. 

“We have about a dozen re

turned servicemen in our night 
classes, today,” he said, “They are 
anxious to take up their educa- 
tion where the war interrupted it. 
Most of them are in English class- 
es—they feel the need for better 
expression. I think very few of 
them are fitted by their psycho- 
logical experiences on the battle 
front to adapt themselves to day- 
time classes with younger atu- 
dents. They would in most cases 
feel ill at ease, and out of place. 
At night, however, when the ma- 
jority of students are adults, it 
is entirely different.” 
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OR several years, Soldan Eve- 
F nine High has attracted large 

numbers of foreign-born citizens, 
or those seeking citizenship, A 
course in Americanization, de- 
signed to prepare the student to 
meet the requirements for natur- 
alization papers is offered, as well 
as elementary English for the for- 
eign-born. Other classes in the 
elementary grades for adults are 
held for advanced students, 

“Last year, we awarded 35 
eighth-grade diplomas to adults 
whose ages ranged from 25 to 70,” 
Zopf said, proudly. No tuition is 
necessary for these courses. Free 
tuition is also offered for all re- 
turning veterans and any person 
in uniform. 

“Most of the foreign-born adults 
who come, first of all, to study to 
become citizens, are urged to re- 
main for a second course—begin- 
ning English. In this class some 
of them learn to read and write. 
Those who learn quickly are gen- 
erally interested enough to con- 
tinue grade school work at night 
and get an eighth-grade diploma.” 

At Zopf’s invitation, we visited 
several of the elementary classes 
for adults. Miss Johanna Fruin, 
who has taught English for the 
foreign-born at Soldan for several 
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DODS DEPART-

years, introduced the class and 
described their work. 

“lL haven't a single pupil under 
25,” she said, “and most of them 
are over 50. One of my most prom- 
ising students is a man of 62, born 
in Russia, who has lived in this 
country for almost 40 years, and 
has been a citizen almost as long. 
He speaks English fluently. Now 
he is learning to read and write. 
In his native country, he had nei- 
ther the money nor the opportu- 
nity to attend school. But his 
mind is quick, and he is eager to 
learn. 

“I also have in my class a man 
of Chinese birth, whose three chil- 
dren are Soldan graduates. He has 
led a busy and useful life, and has 
for the first time found leisure to 
attend night school, to learn to 
raid and write the language of his 
adopted country. His eldest son 
is a flight officer in Army avia- 
tion. He is as proud of the son, 
as the son is proud of his father. 

“In my clags are husband and 
wife, Russian-born, who came to 
this country from Cuba within the 
last two years. In Cuba they 
learned Spanish, but did not know 
a word of English when they came 
here. Both are doing well in the 
class, and take great pride in each 
other’s work.” 

Teaching methods employed for 
adults in elementary work are 
similar to those used for children, 


‘Miss Fruin said. Adults generally 


have wider vocabularies which as- 
sists them in understanding new 
words in English. On the other 
hand, repetition and patience in 
the classroom is very necessary, 
since the older mind is often 
slower.

native countries, But many others 
are people of higher education. 
Several years ago I had in ny 
class a man and his wife, from 
Germany. Neither knew a word 
of English, yet the man was a uni- 
versity graduate, and his wife had 
attended college. After two years 
of beginning English, they were 
able to take up high school work. 

“I have discovered that among 
my students are a woman dentist, 
from Germany, an Austrian lawyer 
“(an authority on international 
law), and a man holding a Ph.D, 
from the University of Prague. 
Two of my most enthusiastic pu- 
pils are a mother and her son— 
German-born—who were forced to 
flee to Palestine from Germany a 
few years ago. The son is a grad- 
uate of an agricultural college and 
managed a dairy farm in Palestine 
while awaiting passage to America. 

“His mother told me the other 
night: ‘I lived in Germany 50 years 
—and my people before me lived 
there. I never thought to leave it 
-——until Hitler forced us out. Now 
I am thankful that I will soon be- 
come a citizen of a free country, 
and that I have an opportunity to 
go to school here.” 
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ISS RUTH MEYER, another 
M instructor in grade work for 
adults at Soldan, insists that 
it is practically impossible to group 
students in formal grades. 


“Each adult is a separate prob- 


lem,” she said.. “Some are more’

Polish, but couldn’t write his son 
in English. When he was able to 
do this, he showed to the whole 
class the appreciative answer his 
son wrote in return.” 

According to Zopf, adult stu- 
dents are quick to appreciate the 
professional advantages of further 
education. “An eighth grade di- 
ploma has often helped them find 
better jobs,” he said. “I recall one 
middle-aged man who came to 
thank me for his work here. ‘All 
my life,’ he told me, ‘I have had to 
do hard labor because my foreman 
knew I had only a fifth-grade edu- 
cation. Now I have as much edu- 
cation as he has, and I intend to 
finish high school, too. Then, per- 
haps I can be the foreman.’” 

Make it easy for people to come 
to school, Zopf believes, and they’ll 
do the rest.

Grate one and one- 
half pounds peeled potatoes and 
add last. (There will be one and 
three-fourths cups grated). 

Mix quickly and do not allow 
to stand long before frying. Using 
one-fourth cupful for each pan- 
cake, drop mixture into the hot 
shortening in skillet and flatten 
With a pancake turner. Fry over 
medium heat for 10 minutes or 
until potatoes are done, turning 
once during cooking. Makes eight. 

DINNER: Beef Persian; peas 
With onion rings; sliced cucum- 
bers with sour cream dressing; 
break; chocolate cup cakes, 

serve each child four cups of 
milk to drink in addition to that 
used in today’s menus, and each 
adult two cups.

Roosevelt, Prime Minister Churchill 

and Marshal Stalin, whose decisions 
were announced last week, has been widely 
appraised as an event of tremendous im- 
portance; an English newspaper called it 
“a landmark in human history.” It solidi- 
fied accord among the three great Allied 
Powers, laid the fouridations for unified ac- 
tion to hasten victory in the war and es- 
tablish an enduring peace. The Big Three, 
with their military and diplomatic aids, 
drew up a nine-point master plan, designed, 
in addition to its military matters, to guaran- 
tee sovereignty to Europe's liberated peo- 
ples, and fix the pattern of future co-opera- 
tion and understanding among nations. 
Under the agreements reached at the eight- 
day meeting the United States was com- 
mitted to a major departure from its past 
policies, in acceptance of a role of active 
participation in settlement of European po- 
litical affairs. Official sessions of the Big 
Three were held in Livadia Palace near 
Yalta. On the way to the Crimea, Roose- 
velt and Churchill met at Malta, where they 
held preliminary talks, discussed plans for 
the war against Japan.

Prussia. The Borussians, semi-barbarians related to the Lithuanians, 
mostly were enslaved or driven out, their lands seized to form 
great estates for the Knights and their brothers-in-arms from among 
the nobility of other German areas, who grew into the Junkers. 


2. Elevation of Frederick of Hohenzollern to Elector of Brandenburg 
in 1417 was a result of aggression and diplomatic chicanery. 
Burgrave Frederick had given military aid to King Sigismund of 
Hungary, who, as nominal elector of Brandenburg, made Hohen- 
zollern deputy elector. Two of the five electors opposed Sigismund 
for head of Holy Roman Empire, but Frederick and the remaining 
two arranged in 1410 to meet at a church and elect their master. 
The church being barred to them, they voted Sigismund Emperor 
at a session in the churchyard, as illustrated in drawing. Despite 
irregularity of election, on strength of it Sigismund was recognized 
as head of Empire, and rewarded Frederick with Brandenburg. 


Frederick the Great, King of Prussia, watches the approgch of 
e the great Austrian army before the Battle of Leuthen, December 
5, 1757, in which he won the most brilliant and decisive victory of 
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superiority, right of strong to exterminate the weak, and supremacy 

of State over all morals, individual rights and codes of honor, 
were planted more than 700 years ago in the bleak Baltic area now 
known as East Prussia. In the interval they have been carefully 
nourished and spread until they, underlie the entire foundation of 
German Kultur. _seornllir-e checked but never exterminated by oppos- 
ing coalitions of inferior’ peoples, again and again these roots have 
borne fruit in great military and economic machines used with frightful 
effect against the rest of the world. 

Each assault to gain world domination has been more devastating 
than the preceding. Reverses suffered by Prussia in the Napoleonic 
wars actually strengthened the roots to make 1871 possible; incomplete 
German “defeat’’ in World War I merely nourished the gro of 
Hitlerism, which culminated in the present holocaust that so nearly 
achieved its aim. 

Maps on these two pages show various periods of greatest territorial 
expansion resulting from the Teutonic supremacy complex, first under 
Prussia, then under the Prussianized German Empire. Drawings illus- 
trate events, related to each of the periods, that had important influence 
on the course of German history. 

Hitler's historical progenitors were the Teutonic Knights, an off- 
scouring of the Crusades, who in the thirteenth century found an outlet 
for their warlike tendencies by expelling from East Prussia the Borussians 
—or native Prussians—a heathen Lettish race that lived there. . 

The autocratic, predatory state they founded ultimately became 
the Duchy of Prussia, merged after 200 years with Electorate of 
Brandenburg under a Hohenzollern dynasty. Their tradition of Teutonic 
superiority, discipline, devotion to war and expansion was inherited 
by the Prussian Junkers, or landowning nobility. Junkers were an 
amalgam of descendants of the Knights, nobles from all parts of 
Germany who aided the order, and Borussians who kept their estates 
by turning quisling. The Junkers’ influence predominated in the policies 
of Brandenburg-Prussia, caused that state'to assume name of Kingdom 
of Prussia when ruler was made King in 1701. 

Army officers became practically a military caste above accepted 
laws and morals, were recruited chiefly from Junkers, who aiso filled 
the most important governmental posts. Napoleonic wars shattered 
Prussia, but even under Napoleon's restrictions on size of its army, 
it built up a great military reserve force by replacing recruits as soon 
as they were trained—an example successfully followed by Hitler under 
Versailles Treaty restrictions. 

Defeat of Napoleon with Prussia’s aid left Prussia the strongest 
power in Central Europe, prepared by force, propaganda, diplomacy 
to instill its traditions of supremacy in other German states. Program 
was so successful that in 1871 it finally absorbed all Germany, except 
Austria, to form German Empire. Prussianization of entire empire there- 
after was rapid, through universal military training under Prussian 
discipline, and Prussian control of posts, railways and civil service. 
rman ple were imbued from birth with concepts of blind 
obedience, subservience to State and military in all things, of Germany's 
“historic destiny” to rule the world. Military defeats meant merely 
temporary setbacks and the necessity to renew preparations on an 
ever grander scale for ‘the next war.”

Domain of the Order of Teutonic Knights along the Baltic Sea at the 
e period of their greatest power, about 1360. The Knights were dedicated 
to the belief of Teutonic superiority and supremacy of might over right. 
(This thinking, — on to the Prussian Junkers, laid the mite ae for 
Hitlerism.) Under guise of christianizing the native Borussians, in 1226 the 
Knights began conquest of East Prussia, establishing great fortresses at 
Koenigsburg, Thorn (Torun) and elsewhere to secure their early acquisitions 
(shown in red), continue their major role in the German Drang nach Osten 
(Drive to the East). They occupied Danzig and much of West Prussia, carried 
the sword into Lithuania, Livonia (Latvia), and Estonia. The Order become 
a governing aristocracy, with Knights holding huge estates wrested from 
Borussians, Poles, other Slavic races. Oppressed peoples revolted, and in 
1410 with help of Poles inflicted disastrous defeat on Knights at Tannenburg. 
But Knights and other great estate owners continued as a ruling aristocracy, 
that became known as the Junkers, and carried on the predatory Prussian 
tradition 700 years. All the maps show territory at start of expansions in 
solid red, with gains from aggression in lighter red. 


The Electorate of Brandenburg,'to the west of East Prussia, fell heir to the 

tradition and part of the domain of the Teutonic Knights. Map shows 
the electorate and East Prussia in 1648 at height of their joint expansion 
under Frederick William I, the “Great Elector,” who made this merged State 
a power in European affairs. Brandenburg was founded in 936 when Saxons 
established fortress at Brennibor (Brandenburg) to drive Slavs from area in 
Germanic drive to east. 

In 1417 Frederick of Hohenzollern, Burgrave of Nuremburg, was made 
Elector for helping elect King Sigismund of Hungary head of Holy Roman 
Empire. In 1511 another Hohenzollern became head of East Prussia under 
Knights, proclaimed himself Duke of Prussia in 1525. Brandenburg Hohen- 
zollerns inherited Prussia in 1618, and Prussia and Brandenburg were merged. 
Brandenburg previously had acquired Cottbus, Prignitz, Ukermark, New 
Mark, other bits of adjacent territory by warring on neighbors, and Kleye, 
Mark and Ravensburg by inheritance.

Map shows Prussia at his death. First king gained little advantage from 
his frequent wars, but acquired minor states inheritance, purchase. His 
son, a penurious, brutal, uncouth man obsessed with his army, gained more 
of Pomerania in his only war. His chief work was to build up immense gold 
reserve and one of Europe’s largest armies, which made conquests of 
Frederick the Great ible. 

Without excuse, Frederick seized Silesia from Austria, held it through two 
resulting wars, and in 1772 stole West Prussia from Poland. He also acquired 
East Friesland, in all doubled size of Prussia by following tradition of 
expansion with support of privileged caste of Junkers.

For its military aid in defeat of Napoleon at Waterloo, kingdom not only 
was restored to former size, but given part of Saxony, granted Westphalia 


and Rhenish Prussia on Rhine River to give it frontier on France. It and Aus- 


tria became leaders in German Confederation, but Prussia rapidly pushed 
Austria into background, became center of Pan-Germanism. Junkers were 
more firmly intrenched after they crushed revolution of 1848, and in 1862 
Prince Otto Bismarck, a Junker among Junkers, became Prime Minister of 
Prussia, and renewed “blood and iron” policy of aggression. Schleswig-Hol- 
stein was seized in wars with Denmark and Austria; Hannover, Nassau, Hesse- 
Cassel and Frankfurt seized for siding with Austria. Prussia and France 
were at dagger points, and Bismarck, when the time was right, tricked France 
into war in which she was defeated in a few months. But with Paris~still 
under seige, King of Prussia was crowned German Emperor in January, 1871, 
2 palace at Versailles, and Prussia became the German Empire.

Balkans, Turkey, Asia Minor. Industrial growth was phenomenal. 

Prosperity proved fertile soil for cultivating militarism. Junkers, to “pro- 

ect’ German interests, increased peacetime army to 4,000,000 men, built 
orld’s second largest navy. They declared that “only by reliance on our 
brave sword can we maintain that place in the sun that belongs to us.” In- 
dustrial and commercial leaders, foreseeing new markets won by force, 
upported the military. 

Assassination of Austrian Archduke Francis Ferdinand in Serbia in June, 
914, gave the occasion for war. Day before declaring war the Wehrmacht 
ramped into France, by way of neutral Luxembourg. Belgium refused transit 
o German troops, was overrun. Russia was invaded. Until intervention of 
imerica.in 1917 turned the tide, it appeared that Germany might achieve its 
Jream of world empire. .

The National Socialists were heirs to traditional Prussian military am- 
Je bition of world domination, nearly succeeded in achieving their aim by 
onguering the greater part of Europe in World War II. Map shows their 
onqguests at the greatest extent, before the Wehrmacht was driven back by 
n alliance of “lesser” peoples. Their advances meant more than mere terri- 


pbrial expansion by military conquest; they meant deliberate, ruthless 
xtermination or enslavement of the ceaened. 

Without the aid of German Junkers and capital the Nazis could not have 
ome into power. At end of World War I the Junkéts went underground, took 
> part in the Weimar Republic. But to them the armistice was only an inter- 
de before the next. war, for which they needed —— as soon as they 


gained military control. To regain it, they aided the Nazis in acquiring 
politica] control of Germany, while German industrialists financed the Nazi- 
nker alliance. Under the leadership of Hitler, instead of a Hohenzollern, 
he Germans set out to fulfill an obsession for world supremacy that had 
rived defeats and progressive influences for 700 years.

Union Station, the first in the country on public assign- 

ment away from regular women’s military posts. They 
are Technical Sergeant Lavon I. Durant and Corporal Mar- 
vel L. Joos, sent from Wac training center at Fort Des 
Moines, Iowa, because of the increasing number of service- 
women in transit who make stopovers here. The two Wacs 
line up with other Union Station M. P.’s for daily orders, 
make regular rounds of the midway, wear the same arm 
bands as their male counterparts and have the same au- 
thority where servicewomen are concerned. Disciplinary 
problems among female military personnel are rare, and 
Sergeant Durant and Corporal Joos carry no weapons. 
Their chief duties are to give assistance to traveling Wacs, 
Waves, Spars and woman Marines, and to check passes 
and furlough papers. They are trained in first aid, and 
are prepared to deal with feminine emergencies ranging 
from sudden illness to the loss of a lipstick or hair pin.
